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RESEARCH—THE INDUSTRY’S 
CONTRIBUTION 


LAST week we expressed doubt as to whether the present 
*4 programme of Government building research was 
really directed to the most advantageous ends, and we 
suggested an inquiry to report as speedily as possible into 
the whole question. But, however unsatisfactory the official 
programme may be, the industry’s own efforts in the field 
of research are even less satisfactory. It is not too much to 
say that, of all the major industries of this country, the 
building industry as a whole is the most backward in 
making provision for research. 

A good deal of research is undertaken by the materials 
industries, both by private firms and through industrial 
research associations. This is valuable work and, whether 
it is done by private firms or by associations, the building 
industry does ultimately benefit by it in the form of better, 
and possibly cheaper, products. But there is a great gap in 
building research in that singularly little provision is made 
by the industry for investigation into building design, 
methods and operations. This is no doubt due in part to 





the fact that many of the matters requiring investigation 
afiect the architect, 


builder and materials manufacturer 











jOintly. There is thus no one firm with the financial 
facilities or the commercial inducement to pursue the 
matter. Another reason is perhaps the fact that the 
building industry is comprised mainly of small firms—so 
that even where a problem arises which the builder realises 
is a matter for scientific investigation, he lacks the necessary 
resources for research. But both these difficulties can be 
overcome—as they are Overcome in other industries—by 
the formation of research organisations. 

There are to-day more than thirty research associations 
recognised by the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research, and these cover every major industry and many 
minor trades, but not building. The failure of the building 
industry to join in this great national movement can only be 
ascribed at rock bottom to indifference and to the idea that 
if the Government are carrying on research the industry 
can afford to sit back and do nothing. 

This attitude we believe to be short-sighted. It is highly 
significant that many industries consider it important to 
maintain research associations although research on the 
problems of those industries is also carried on by the 
D.S.1.R. It is, in fact, D.S.IL.R. policy to help finance 
industrial research associations while at the same time 
carrying on research themselves. There is no question of 
duplication or overlapping; each helps the other. And 
there is no doubt that the D.S.I.R. would welcome and 
encourage the formation of a building industry research 
association. 

Another reason is that continued indifference to research 
must ultimately be extremely damaging to the prestige of 
the industry. An industry which claims to serve the public 
has the responsibility of making itself as efficient as possible 
and that depends to a large extent on research. Moreover, 
it is not only the prestige of the industry that will suffer; 
in the long run, an industry that leaves research and scientific 
development entirely to the Government will lose its 
technical freedom. There have been signs of this already. 
It was only as a result of strong pressure from the Building 
Industries National Council that the industry was taken into 
even partial consultation on civil defence construction 
during the late war. There was virtually no consultation 
with the industry over the prefabricated houses and the 
Northolt designs. This is, we believe, a situation without 
parallel in other industries; even in regard to war emergency 
and utility products it was the knowledge and experience 
of the industry concerned which largely determined the 
nature of the product. There is little doubt that the different 
treatment of the building industry was due to its previous 
inattention to research and the absence of any central 
technical organisation, and if this continues the industry 
may well lose more of its independence. It is not hard to 
imagine that, if the economic position of the country 
seriously worsens, efforts would be made to introduce 
emergency types of construction for houses and schools, 
and possibly for other buildings as well; the building 
industry will have only itself to blame if it is not consulted 
over any such efforts. 

Lastly, the industry’s folly in ignoring research is seen in 
the position in which it now finds itself in face of the 
economic crisis. The industry is simply at the mercy of 
Government decisions. In 1947 building had to be cut; 
in 1948, when things looked a little better, building was to 
be encouraged; last year, as a result of the devaluation 
crisis, building was cut again. On none of these occasions 
was the industry in a position to come forward and submit 
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proposals for dealing with the situation. We indicated 
last week some of the research work which might be done by 
the Government in view of the economic situation. How 
much better the industry’s position might have been if it 
had had its own research organisation working on these 
problems already. 

Such an organisation would probably not need to embark 
on large scale building of laboratories and other research 
facilities, at least in the early stages. Its immediate tasks, 
as we see it, would be threefold :— 

(1) To decide upon certain urgent items of work related 
to the pressing needs of the industry, e.g., the timber and 
steel shortage. This work could be carried out in various 
ways, but in view of its urgency the quickest way would be 
to finance the work through existing agencies. Work on 
steel problems, for instance, might be carried out in con- 
junction with the Iron and Steel Research Association. 
There might also be certain items of research which posi- 
graduate workers at the science departments of some of 
our universities might suitably undertake. 

(2) To survey the results of previous research work with 
a view to making this knowledge more readily available. 
This would be a considerable task, but it is eminently 
desirable. Research is useless if its results are not made 
widely known. 

(3) To decide what longer term projects should be 
initiated in order to fill up gaps revealed by this survey. 
Some of this work might also be started on the basis of 
‘farming out,” though in due course the organisation 
would probably find it desirable to have laboratories of 
its own. 

It will be obvious that, if this work is to be done at all 
satisfactorily, quite considerable sums of money will be 
required. Although a properly constituted building 
industry research association would qualify for a D.S.I.R. 
grant, the industry would have to raise at least £100,000 
per annum and probably a good deal more. Although 
other major industries apparently have no difficulty in 
raising similar sums by voluntary means, it has to be 
recognised that it would be difficult to raise the necessary 
finance from the building industry on the basis of voluntary 
contributions from individual firms. The only satisfactory 
course seems to be some form of levy on turnover, e.g., a 
small percentage on each contract. If this were done the 
necessary money could be raised almost without anyone 
noticing it. On the building and civil engineering indus- 
tries’ pre-war turnover of £400 million per annum it would 
be necessary to charge only one-tenth of one per.cent.— 
or less than a farthing in the £—to secure £400,000. 
This would obviously have to be done by statutory 
authority but the Board of Trade already have the power 
to make compulsory schemes if a sufficiently high propor- 
tion of those engaged in the industry agree. 

Leaders of the industry should get together to consider 
this matter. Such a move would be to the interests of the 
industry and the public alike. 


".. CHELSEA HOUSING AND THE 
ARCHITECTS 


AS we record elsewhere in this issue, Chelsea Borough 

Council has decided to abandon the employment 
of private architects on future housing schemes and to set 
up its own architectural department to deal with this work, 
under the supervision and direction of the borough engineer 
and surveyor. The reasons given for this change of policy 
are that the Council will be able ‘‘ to express opinions on 
proposed designs in all their various stages”; that there 
will be an annual saving of £2,600 on what the Council 
would have to pay private architects in fees in accordance 
with the R.I.B.A. scale; and that it will-be possible to 
step up housing production by saving time in the prepara- 
tion and approval of plans. The Housing Committee 1s 
said to be confident that ‘‘ the borough engineer and sut- 
veyor, with the necessary technical assistance, can and 
will design flats which will conform to the high standard of 
design and amenity aimed at bythe Council.” 
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There are several points here that invite comment. 
Taking the last first, if normal experience is any guide, the 
borough engineer and surveyor will not design the flats; 
these will be designed by the newly-appointed chief archi- 
tectural and town planning assistant, who will be, to all 
intents and purposes, head of his department, a chief 
architect, though paid only the salary of an assistant (£760 
plus London “ weighting’). This would appear to be one 
of the “* savings ” and a rather paltry one at that. Coming 
to the other explanations offered, is it to be understood that 
the Council has not hitherto expressed opinions on “ pro- 
posed designs at various stages,”’ whatever that may mean ? 
If so, it cannot be the fault of the private architects but 
would appear to be rather a failure of the Council to keep 
in touch with its housing developments. Then as to the 
expected savings on architects’ fees : no figuies are given 
to support the claim made, but it would be interesting to 
know whether, in arriving at a figure of £2,600 a year, any 
allowance has been made for departmental overheads— 
supervision, accommodation, lighting, heating, cleaning, 
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maintenance and repairs, assistants’ drawing instruments 
and materials, etc., all of which the private architect has 
to provide for out of his fees. Then as to saving time in the 
“preparation and approval of plans,’ no evidence is 
offered to show that an official staff is more efficient than 
the organisation of a private architect. Many chief official 
architects, indeed, have paid public tribute to the advan- 
tages of employing private firms for a large proportion of 
their work in preference to enlarging their own offices 
by taking on extra temporary staff. 

The action of the Chelsea Borough Council is in our view 
a retrograde step. It not only revives the undesirable 
practice of placing one who is in effect a chief architect in a 
subordinate position at a lower salary than that to which 
he is reasonably entitled, but casts doubt upon the efficiency 
of private architects, and all to effect a hypothetical economy 
of £2,600 a year. Action of this kind might be expected 
from some pettifogging local authority but not from the 
Council of a place having the prestige and dignity of Chelsea. 
The profession should not let the matter rest where it is. 








NOTES AND NEWS 


The Impact of Science 


YHERE are, indubitably, two distinct 
schools of thought on the subject of 
house building. One believes that houses 
should be built to form a family tradi- 
tion, that every possible care should be 
taken to ensure their permanence, at least 
for a number of centuries. In short, 
houses in this category should spring 
from the earth, and have their roots in 
the earth. 

The other class of adherers are, in a 
sense, victims of modern science and 
commercialism. They favour the type of 
dwelling which is not meant to form a 
lasting background to any definable period 
at all. It is, so to speak, designed in the 
margin, with an eye on innovation of the 
moment, similar in conception to the 
motor-car. Its life is short, it serves its 
meagre purpose adequately and is then 
dispensed with. 

This “scientific” type of house is 
usually quoted as an object lesson in 
support of the theory that everything be- 
comes ridiculous in no time at all, and 
curiously enough, the more permanent of 
its kind, mostly built in the ’thirties, have 
a slight tendency to look that way them- 
selves, while many houses belonging to 
much earlier periods still evoke admira- 
tion. 

Science is wonderful, but, like so many 
wonderful things, it must be treated with 
care and judgment. Architecture, especi- 
ally domestic architecture, has a great 
tradition, and unless that tradition is pre- 
served with care, the course of architec- 
ture in England will drift into a state of 
flux, from which the most brilliant archi- 
tects of the future will have difficulty in 
resurrecting it. 


Quality in Design. 

Many who have visited the exhibition 
of Danish Architecture at the R.LB.A. 
have been prompted to ask themselves 
the question—‘* How do they do it?” 
For Denmark has succeeded equally with 
Sweden in showing the rest of the world 
4 surprising clarity of design in every- 
day life. It may be that the answer to 
the question lies in the simplified eco- 
Nomy and smaller scale of existence in 
these Scandinavian countries. Both 
have comparatively small populations; 
industry has never assumed large pro- 
Portions in either, and because of this 
No overlaid “styles” have affected the 
development of the “ modern esthetic.” 

To compare the conglomerate approach 


fo design made by such countries as exhibition work is 


Britain, France and America during the 
last thirty years with the light touch of 
Danish and Swedish artists and de- 
signers indicates the depressing results 
of urbanisation at its worst. Of course, 
with lovers of the bizarre the inherent 
neatness of the Danish scene is by no 
means popular; the careful study given io 
the smallest piece of street furniture strikes 
some reactionary spirits as affectation of 
a peculiarly unpleasant kind. Those who 
think on these lines, however, are in the 
minority and most of us, as we left 66. 
Portland-place, were only too ready to 
appreciate a quality of design which we 
in this country would do well to emulate. 
Exhibition Design. 

WITH THE FESTIVAL OF BRITAIN site 
gradually taking shape, it is not surpris- 
ing that criticism, both sound and un- 
sound, of the venture should tend to 
become a hotch-potch of conflicting views. 
Whatever the merits of the various points 
raised, the fact remains that criticism, if 
strong and discursive, is of great value to 
those responsible for the ultimate resuit. 
The Festival scheme, as it is developing, 
is not, of course, to everybody’s liking. 
and it seems fairly safe to say that most 
architects of the older generation, who 
clearly remember with pride the Wembley 
Exhibition of 1925, with its monumental 
approach, regard the present South Bank 
buildings as somewhat lacking in charac- 
ter and embodying very few admirable 
features. On the other hand, the younger 
generation of architects say that, to erect 
anything on the South Bank which resem- 
bled the Wembley Exhibition would -:be 
unpardonable. 

The truth would seem to be that exhibi- 
tion architecture has in the last 20 years 
moved well away from the sound con- 
structive heaviness of the “twenties, and 
in its place has evolved a particular type 
of architectural designer who specialises 
in temporary light forms. His exceptional 
decorative talent has produced some of 
the most significant designs of the post- 
war period, which were first seen at the 
“* Britain Can Make It” exhibition at the 
“WV. and A.” in 1946. It was then that 
a set of new designers came up for appro- 
val, and it would seem that the fashions 
which they brought with them will be in 
full swing at the Festival of Britain. 

The older generation of designers may 
quite rightly feel lost in such a welter of 
modern or sophisticated ideas. It is, how- 
ever, a mistake to dismiss such work as 
inconsequential or tawdry; its final value 
will be estimated in the future. We can 
only admit its vitality, and realise that 
something unique. 


Rome Scholarship in Architecture, 1951. 
THE FACULTY OF ARCHITECTURE of the 
British School at Rome have made certain 
important changes in the competition for 
the Rome Scholarship of 1951. Candi- 
dates will be admitted to the competition 
only if they have passed the final exami- 
nation of the R.I.B.A. or one of its recog- 
nised equivalents. Applications for ad- 
mission will be examined by the Faculty, 
and not more than 12 candidates will be 
chosen to take part in the first stage of the 
competition, which will consist of a 32- 
hour “en loge” test to be held in Lon- 
don. On the result of this test will be 
chosen the candidates to compete in the 
final stage of the competition for which 
a separate programme will be set and in 
which there will be no “ en loge ” exami- 
nation. Candidates will be given not 
more than 12 weeks to complete their 
designs in their own time and place. 
Applications for admission to the com- 
petition must be sent not later than Octo- 
ber 16, to the Hon. General Secretary, 
British School at Rome, 1, Lowther- 
gardens, Exhibition-road, London, S.W.7, 
from whom full particulars may be 


obtained.

Mecklenburgh-square Development. 

IN our correspondence columns will be 
found a letter from the Secretary of the 
A.A. Students’ Club Committee, in which 
the design of the proposed redevelopment 
of Mecklenburgh-square as an extension 
to London House comes in for some 
rough handling. Mr. A. T. Scott can take 
it, no doubt, and needs no external help, 
and the interest of the students’ letter 
really lies in their expressed dissatisfac- 
tion with a continuation of the design of 
the existing London House and the 
Georgian flavour of Mecklenburgh- 
square. They do not indicate their own 
preference except to plead for an archi- 
tecture of this day and age—which might, 
of course. produce anything. The ideal

collegiate life: and as a serious proposal 
for execution in the second half of the 
twentieth century they are a tragic sur- 


vival of the deplorable taste that 
prevailed in this country between the 
wars. 


“In speeches from the Guildhall last 
evening this realistic scheme was des- 
cribed as a living memorial; may not the 
architecture be alive too? If these build- 
ings are erected as the sketches predict, 
they wil! be stillborn; my Lord, bury 
them now before it is too late, and 
charge a living architect to design this 
area in a manner fit for the many stu- 
dents of the future who will use it with 
gratitude.” 

It is hoped that many peopie who have 
reacted against such buildings will do all 
in their power to avert a tragedy.

Architects and Secretaries 
To THE Epitor oF The Builder. 


<IR,—I have been much interested in 
the series of articles on the 
organisation of architects’ offices. May | 
add something to Mr. Kenyon’s remarks 
on secretaries? 

I think the reason that secretaries in 
this country are, as.a rule, not up to the 
standard of those in America and Scan- 
dinavia is due mainly to the employers 


themselves. Secretaries here are so often 
c'assified under one of the following 
categories : — : 


(a) A machine to be plugged in and 
switched on: 

_(b) An inferior being, beneath one’s 
dignity to address; 

(c) A little Popsy: 

(d) (Rarely) an important co-worker. 

On being interviewed I have always 
found that employers will ask after my 
“tools” (shorthand speed, typing speed. 
figures “up to trial balance.” manage- 
ment of a switchboard), but very seldom 
do they mention qualities. It is essen- 
tial that the “tools” should be perfect. 
But how many employers ask about the 
qualities of concentration and interest in 
the development of the business? 

Mr. Kenyon rightly stresses the im- 
portance of the telephone voice. For the 
secretary who has to operate the switch- 
board, in addition to all her other duties, 
the quality of 100 per cent. listening is 
vital for the intelligent answer to ques- 
tions, and the saving of time and 
exasperation to the principal himself. To 
achieve this quality | have found it well 


worth while to pause for just two 
seconds after lifting the receiver to 
change to an attitude of listening. In 


this way one is ready for any queries, and 
also one does not inflict one’s mood on 
the caller (thought qualities are reflected 
in the voice). How many employers 
ever discuss this quality of listening? 
They are satisfied if they don’t get cut 
off in the middle of a conversation. 

The qualities of loyalty (to principle. 
not person), integrity, moral courage. 
ability to anticipate requirements, recti- 
tude, graciousness, tranquillity, etc., are 
the firm’s invisible assets. How man) 
employers point out the necessity of 
these qualities? If they were to demand 
them, as well as the “tools,” from the 
training colleges, the supply would be 
forthcoming.

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SKI JUMP, VALE OF HEALTH, 
HAMPSTEAD 


N connection with the construction of the ski jump 
at the Vale of Health, Hampstead, for last week-end’s 
meeting, inquiries were made in the first instance by the 
Royal Norwegian Embassy for the construction of a ski- 
jump using scaffolding materials. A sketch of the profile 
of the jumping and alighting hills accompanied the inquiry. 
Before a detailed design was prepared a site meeting was 
arranged at which the Royal Norwegian Embassy and the 
London County Council were represented. It was most 
important that the Heath be damaged as little as possible, 
and it was therefore decided that the structure should be 
erected on timber sole plates and located by 5 ft. tubes 
driven into the ground, and lashed with couplers to the 
framework. 

Design was completed in one week, light alloy tube 
being used because of its flexibility, strength and excellent 
handling properties. The completed design, details of 
which are shown in the accompanying illustrations, was 
then despatched to Oslo for checking and approval, as 
similar structures have been erected in Norway using timber 
in place of scaffold tubing. 

The jumping hill is 70 ft. above ground level at the rear, 
12 ft. wide and 136 ft. long with three ‘ take off’ points 
at the top, with 5 ft. difference in height between each. 
This portion of the structure is guyed 45 ft. above the 
ground. 

The alighting hill was erected on a natural hill, and 
commenced 7 ft. below the end of the jumping hill running 
into the natural contour of the hill at about the 120 ft. 
mark. The alighting hill was splayed in plan from a 
minimum width of 20 ft. to a final width of 36 ft. The 
design was such that the difference in height between the 
bottom of the jumping hill and, the estimated alighting point 
was approximately 35 ft. to 40 ft., the length of jump being 
80 ft. to 100 ft. 

No special materials were used in this construction. 


THE BUILDER 


Alloy tube and steel fittings formed the structure together 
with ordinary standard I4 in. by 9 in. scaffold boards. Ail 
materials used were part of normal hire stocks. 

The scaffold boards were covered with a straw matting 
upon which was spread about 3 in. of chemically treated 
snow. A ladder access was provided at the rear of the 
jumping hill and a catwalk the full length of the hill. A 
ramp was built into the structure from ground level to the 
top of the alighting hill. 

A 50-ft. square platform and a tower for the judges and 
Press were also erected on the site, the time taken from 
start of erection to finish being 14 days. 

The design and erection of the jump were carried out by 
Messrs. Mills Scaffold Co., Ltd., of London.

A Remarkable Organisation 


ALTHOUGH Sweden was neutral during 
the war, her building industry was very 
adversely affected, mainly through the 
lack of coal, which is normally imported, 
and on which many industries—brick- 
making for example—depend. There 
was also a shortage of raw materials, 
metals, asbestos, rubber, oil, etc., which 
resulted in a government-licensing system 
that restricted building work to what was 
ssential for industry, agriculture or pub- 
lic welfare. Nevertheless a good deal 
of excellent building was done during the 
war and the years immediately following, 
including work for the Swedish Co-opera- 
tive Union and Wholesale Society, to 
which special attention is now drawn by 
the recent publication of two handsome 
volumes by the Architect’s Office asso- 
ciated with that organisation, the first 
dealing with shops and departmental 
stores, restaurants, factories, warenouses, 
ete.. and the second with housing. 

Before coming to a consideration of 
this work a few words may be said about 
the Co-operative movement in Sweden, 
which has made great progress in recent 
vears and become a powerful factor im 
the country’s economic life. The Con- 
sumer’s Societies comprise about 900,000 
families, and reckoning an average 
family at 3.6 persons it is seen that 
more than one-third of Sweden’s popu- 
lation of about seven millions is served 
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by the Co-operative movement. The 
total assets of approximately 700 local 
societies amount to about 500 million 


Swedish Kronor,* and the total sales 
during one year are to the value of about 
1,500 million Kronor.

have more than 7,000 shops of varying 
sizes, and the annual sales in each of 
these vary between 70 millions in the 
biggest department stores and 50,000 in 
the smallest shops. In a shop of normal 
type annual sales to the value of 150,000- 
200,000 Kronor are usual. An organ- 
isation of this magnitude has, of course, 
meant a great amount of building, and 
the Swedish Co-operative Union and 
Wholesale Society did well when, in 
December, 1924, it set up an Architect's 
Office to cope with the work under the 
direction of a Chief Architect, Professor 
Eskil Sundahl. 


The following interesting facts about 
this remarkable organisation are con- 
densed from the first of the volumes 
referred to : The Office is organised as 
an “ architects’ collective,” consisting of 
the Chief Architect and 12 other archi- 
tects, each one at the head of his section 
within the office. Constructors and esti- 
mators of costs form a special section 
with a civil engineer at its head. In its 
relation to the Co-operative Union the 
Architect’s Office holds a comparatively 
free position. It answers for its own 
economy and does not receive any sup- 
port from the Union, its expenses being 
entirely defrayed by fees for commis- 
sions carried out. Within the Office 
every section functions as an indepen- 
dent “architect’s office,” with commis- 
sions of its own, which it carries out. 
At the same time, however, there is con- 
tinual and intimate co-operation between 
these offices; they make use of each 
other’s experiences and discuss problems. 
Co-operation between the Architects’ 
Sections and the Construction Section, 
especially in connection with large build- 
ing enterprises, usually starts at a very 
early stage of the work. Building designs

buildings designed by the office, and 
through them intimate contact is main- 
tained with the building sites. 

The Architect’s Office was specifically 
set up to design shops for the Consumers’ 
Co-operative Societies, and shop buildings 
and shop equipment still account for most 
of its commissions, but it has designed 
other buildings for the societies, such as

factories and warehouses. It has also pre- 
pared designs for industrial buildings, etc., 
for the Co-operative Union and its sub- 
sidiary enterprises, as well as other de- 
signs for organisations and individuals 
who do not belong to the Consumers’ 
Co-operative movement, and for the State. 
The total cost of the buildings and equip- 
ment for which the Architect’s Office has 
made designs during the period 1935-1949 
(the period covered by the first volume) 
is estimated at about 300 million Kronor. 
Obviously a large staff is necessary to 
cope with such a volume of work, and at 
the beginning of the first book a list is 
given of those who have served in the 
office during those 15 years, many of

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whom, of course, are still serving: there 
are well over 500 names in all. 

From the accompanying reproductions, 
which are typical, it will be seen that the 
work of the Architect’s Office reaches 
a high standard of architectural excellence. 
The buildings are functional in the best 
sense of the word, in that they serve fully 
the purpose for which they are planned 
without ecceniricity or freakishness. 
Exteriors are of a refined simplicity with 
well distributed solids and voids, while 
interiors are notable for their clean effici- 
ency and the care given to the design of 
fittings and equipment and minor details, 
such as the rails fixed to the public side 
of counters whereon customers may rest 
parcels while being served. Unfortu- 
nately, no details are given of the 
materials or methods of construction used, 
though one can generally make a fairly 
accurate guess at them; the characteristic- 
ally Swedish wood technique in exterior 
walls, for instance, is unmistakable. 
Judging from some of the illustrations in 
colour, the red _ preservative solution 
which has been used in Sweden for hun- 
dreds of years for farm buildings has been 
employed in some cases and lighter or 
different tones in others. It is clear from 
the illustrations in these volumes that 
Professor Sundahl, while giving his team 
of assistants their heads, has inspired 
them to express what may be properly 
described as a co-operative architecture. 
Whatever the differences to be found in 
individual buildings, each one clearly be- 
longs to a group possessing an under- 
lying unity of purpose; and all are un- 
mistakably Swedish. 

The second of these volumes is devoted 
to a review of the housing work of the 
Architect’s Office from 1925 to 1949. A 
great number of illustrations are included 
of different types of development—separ- 
ate houses, terrace houses, flats, etc. It is 
rather surprising to learn that up to the 
1920s in Sweden a bathroom was looked 
upon as a luxury that only a few could 
afford, and that for a long time dwellings 
with indoor w.c. and bathroom formed 
only a small percentage of the whole. It 
was not, in fact, until the middle 1930s 
that bathrooms and private w.c.s became 
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Ground-floor plan. 


a recognised necessity in dwellings of all 
kinds. Even now it appears from plans 
given that the w.c. is rarely separate, and 
even where it is it is sometimes planned 
as a throughway to the bathroom, a most 
inconvenient arrangement. The standard 
f equipment here and elsewhere is, how- 
ever, excellent. Another odd thing from 
English point of view is the accepted 
of a living-room as a bedroom, which, 
10t general, is apparently by no means 
ommon. 
The Architect’s Office has given close 
tucy to the design of its housing work, 
par'icularly to space ¢onsjderations and 


to the design of every item of equipment, 
and many plans, photographs and draw- 
ings reproduced in this volume are witness 
to the success which has been achieved 
in practice. Special attention has also 
been given to the design of household 
furniture and fabrics, and some excellent 
examples of simply designed furniture— 
chairs, tables, chests of drawers, bureaux, 
etc.—are illustrated. The organisation 
has set a standard of research and design 
in its own sphere which, so far as we are 
aware, is not paralleled in any other 
country. 

In commending to the notice of British

architects these admirable volumes, one 
must praise the high quality of production 
which they exhibit.

Tr. blocks of flats were built for 

the Wimbledon Borough Council 
and comprise four separate blocks with 
a total of 62 flats. The blocks were 
designed to form a large central court, 
the two larger blocks on the east and 
west flanks being three storeys and the 
two central blocks four storeys. 

The flats vary in size, being of four, 
three or two bedrooms—in some cases 
containing a large living-dining-room 
and a working kitchen, in others, a 
smaller living-room with a larger 
dining-kitchen. 

All living-rooms have a south or 
south-west aspect and have in each 
case a sun balcony. Most of the bed- 
rooms have a spacious bay window. 
In each flat the bathroom has been 
made a little larger than usual and 
instead of using the kitchen as a 
laundry, a gas copper, sink, and draining 
board are provided in the bathroom. 

The rooms are slightly larger than in 
many other housing schemes and all 
rooms are particularly well lit. The 
living-room has a gas-ignited continu- 
ous burning convector grate and con- 
vected heat is led from that to the best 
b:droom, always immediately adjoining, 
which is an economy in that any chill 
in that room is removed. This best 
bedroom also has an electric fire which 
is set in a specially designed tiled sur- 
round. All other bedrooms have elec- 
tric power plugs installed for heating. 
The grate in the living-room also has 








a tiled surround and on both sides 
there are wooden shelves—designed as a 
complete unit. The various rooms are 
well supplied with cupboards and each 
bedroom has a fitted wardrobe. 


The kitchens are carefully planned— 
with plenty of cupboards and kitchen 
fitments with space for a refrigerator 
if and when required. 

Floors generally are boarded, but 
those to kitchens, bathrooms, w.c.s 
and main corridors are of red asphalt 
with red pressed tile skirting ; white 
glazed tiling is provided at the back of 
all sinks and also hardwood draining 
boards, etc. Hot water is provided from 
a central boiler house, linked to calorifier 
tank in the linen cupboard of each fiat. 
These supply 20 gallons of hot water at 
a time, and tend to make the tenants 
fairly careful with the use of hot water. 

Much thought was given to colour 
schemes and the bright variations have 
added to the attractiveness of the flats. 
Pram and cycle stores have been pro- 
vided and these are well distributed in 
the blocks, as indicated on the plans. 
The four-storey blocks have automatic 
lifts and these are large enough to take 
a pram. 

_CONSTRUCTION.—The bricks are a 
buff rustic Ibstock, and the walls are 
generally 14-in. brickwork with 11-in. 
hollow walls to the upper two floors. 
The floors are the r.c. hollow tile type, 
carried on the external walls and a spine 
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beam running along one side of the 
central corridor supported by rein- 
forced concrete stanchions. 

All windows and main door openings 
have artificial stone surrounds, the 
heads being reinforced and rebated to 
act as lintols. Stairs are of reinforced 
concrete and finished with granolithic 
and have metal balustrades. The en- 
closure to the lifts consists of metal 
framing made up with metal window 
section and glazed with }-in. Georgian 
wired cast glass. All the metal work 
is painted a celestial blue. The metal 
windows and external doors are also 
painted in this colour.

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New Methods of House 
Construction 
An Investigation of Costs 
Reviewed by E. G. Adams, A.R.1.B.A. 


LAST December the Ministry of Works 
published their Special Report No. 4 
in the National Building Studies series, 
which was concerned with new methods 
of house construction. In view of the 
continuing high costs of house building, 
the Ministry investigated nine types of 
houses in an effort to discover economies 
in manpower and scarce materials. These 
researches were carried out, in collabora- 
tion with the Ministry of Health and 
various local authorities, during 1945, 
1946 and 1947. During 1947 and 1948, 
four additional new systems were con- 
sidered, and the results have now been 
issued as a supplement to the earlier 
report, in the shape of Special Report 
No. 10.* 

In this report, as in the previous one, 
attention has been given particularly to 
the external walls, party walls and parti- 
tions. For the first time two steel-framed 
houses, Types 10 and 11, have been in- 
cluded, the former clad in precast con- 
crete panels with woodwool lining, the 
latter in two-storey high timber-framed 
panels covered partly with aluminium 
sheet and partly with rendering on steel 
mesh. Type 12 is constructed of “ no- 
fines”? concrete cast in situ; Type 13 of 
storey-height precast hollow concrete 
panels with external and internal (fibre- 
board) finishes applied in the factory; 
whilst a further type, 14, is a modification 
of the earlier Type 4, a precast concrete 
post and panel system. 

As before, the behaviour of the proto- 
type houses has been investigated by the 
Building Research Station and, on the 
whole, has proved very satisfactory. 
Some interesting points that have come to 
light are to be the subject of a separate 
report. The same experimental methods 
have been employed as those described in 
Report No. 4, with some slight changes 
detailed in an appendix, and the statistical 
tables are summarised into two key tables, 
Aand B. The most striking result is that 
obtained from Type 13, where the site 
man-hours and the total man-hours for 
external walls, party walls and partitions 
are respectively down to 200 and 595 (ad- 
mittedly with the aid of a bonus), com- 
pared with 815 and 1100 for the tradi- 
tional house. The report stresses the 
importance of organisation. In particular 
does this apply to Type 13, where the pro- 
duction of wall components and their 
erection on the site were designed on pro- 
duction engineering lines. The sequence 
of operations was worked out fully, and 
the work in the factory and on the site 
phased to ensure maintenance of this 
sequence. 


Eight out of the 13 systems show 
savings on site labour over traditional 
methods. It is suggested that the favour- 
able results of Type 13 should be followed 
up by concentration on increased factory 
prefabrication. This is a different con- 
clusion from that reached from the evi- 
dence of the first report, where the in situ 
concrete systems requiring more site 
labour turned out to be cheapest in cost. 

Type 13 also scores on reduction in 
skilled labour and on cost. It would 
appear that most of the non-traditional 
methods require fewer skilled men than

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the traditional, but this does depend upon 
the definition of “ skill.” The important 
question of cost is approached again with 
some hesitation by the Ministry, which 
finds difficulty in arriving at a reliable 
figure for the cost of factory - made 
components. From the summary, only 
Type 13 is comparable in cost with the 
£1,015 taken as the cost of the average 
traditional brick house. The report 
regards the costs as “encouraging,” and 
ends by stressing again that these new 
systems do require design, production and 
erection to be integrated into one highly 
efficient organisation. 


CHELSEA HOUSING 


Decision Taken to Place Responsi- 
bility for Design on Engineer 


RIVATE firms of architects are to 

be told by Chelsea Borough Council 
that they will not be needed for future 
work on the Council’s housing schemes 
as the Council propose setting up their 
own architectural department. 

The Housing Committee, in a report 
received by the Council on March 22 
(printed in our last issue), pointed out the 
advantages of having one architectural 
department under the supervision and 
direction of the Borough Engineer and 
Surveyor. Under this scheme, states the 
report, the Council would be able to 
express opinions on proposed designs in 
all their various stages. 

“We are confident that the Borough 
Engineer and Surveyor, with the neces- 
sary technical assistance, can, and will, 
design flats which will conform to the 
high standard of design and amenity 
aimed at by the Council and which at 
the same time will give every satisfaction 
to the occupiers and ratepayers of 
Chelsea,” says the report. 

Although it was necessary for the Coun- 
cil to vote the expenditure of an additi- 
onal £1,750 a year to cover the wages 
of the extra staff needed, it is estimated 
that there will be an over-all saving, over 
the first five-year period, of approximately 
£13,000. 

Annually the cost will amount to 
£2,600 less than the Council would have 
to pay private architects in accordance 
with scales laid down by the R.1.B.A. 

Apart from this “considerable saving 
on architects’ fees,” the Housing Com- 
mittee believe that it is possible to step 
up housing production in Chelsea by 
saving time in the preparation and 
approval of plans. 

It was unanimously decided by the 
Council that Mr. H. E. Pearce, L.R.I.B.A., 
M.Inst.R.A.. the present Architectural 
and Town Planning Assistant, should be 
promoted Chief Architectural and Town 
Planning Assistant and be made respon- 
sible to the Borough Engineer and 
Surveyor for the control of the proposed 
department. His salary will be £760 a 
year. 

It was also agreed to appoint an archi- 
tectural assistant to commence at £520 
a year rising to a maximum of £600; a 
senior architectural draughtsman at £480 
rising to £555; and a junior architectural 
draughtsman at £420 rising to £495—all 
these salaries exclusive of a London 
* weighting.” 

The decision, which met with no opPosi- 
tion in Council. will come into effect when 
work starts on the Hortensia-road, Lucan- 
place and Elm Park- gardens housing 
schemes.

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Shortage of Architectural 
Assistants 
West Riding County Architect's 
Report 
A SERIOUS general staffing position in 
im his department has been reported to 
the West Riding Finance Committee by 
the County Architect, Mr. Hubert 
Bennett, F.R.I.B.A. 

In the report Mr. Bennett is stated “to 
be becoming daily more embarrassed by 
the accumulation of work.” The report 
adds: “If the Council’s development 
plan under the Education Act, 1944, is 
implemented, the annual building pro- 
gramme for the Education Committee will 
increase from year to year, and in 1954 
the estimated cost of new building 
projects is £8,281,000.” Main works in 
the 1950 programme, excluding minor 
improvements and adaptations, total 
£6,451,227. This figure also takes into 
account the M.O.H. economy deductions. 

The existing authorised establishment 
of the Architect's Department is 300. ex- 
cluding the Works Department, yet the 
present strength is only 186, with an 
extra 27 temporary staff. Of this total. 
only 48 are registered or experienced 
architects. 

The total staff is 28 per cent. below 
establishment, the professional and tech- 
nical staff taken as a whole is 32 per cent. 
below, and the senior architect’s staff is 
48 per cent. below. 

During last year 56 members of the 
professional staff resigned to take more 
lucrative jobs. 

Comments the report: “In view of the 
large number of properties owned by the 
County Council and the Standing Joint 
Committee (the county police authority). 
and the volume of budget estimates fsr 
the upkeep of those properties, quite a 
large proportion of the staff are engaged 
solely upon this work. 

“ Quite a proportion of the time of 
the professional staff is occupied in the 
Preparation of reports to committees. 
dealing with correspondence, verification 
of accounts, and general administrative 
work.” To meet this difficulty it is pro- 
posed that building surveyors with tech- 
nical experience be employed. 

The main difficulties in the recruitment 
of professional staffs are stated to be: 
(1) National shoriage of architects, sur- 
veyors and engineers: (2) Difficulty in 
obtaining housing accommodation _ in 
Wakefield. Many local authorities offer 
housing accommodation or _ financial 
assistance to successful candidates who 
have to live away from their families: 
and (3) More attractive appointments 
offered by other local authorities, regional 
boards, nationalised industries, and pri- 
vate architects, including firms working 
in collaboration with the Architect's 
Department on County Council work. 

The West Riding Finance Committee 
has recommended up-grading for many 
of the Architect’s staff, and resolu- 
tions arising from the report are de- 
signed to give the County Architect 
authority to fill vacancies up to the £760- 
£960 grading, and the chairman and 
vice-chairman of the Finance Committee. 
together with the chairman of the Estab- 
lishment Sub-Committee, will have the 
power to approve promotion where no 
more highly skilled and experienced 
candidate is available. 

A direct outcome of the staff shortage 
will be the spending of a further £96,000 
in engaging private architects, quantity 
surveyors, and consulting engineers. This 
figure is in addition to the £85,000 pre- 
viously authorised for 1950. 
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THE GREAT EXHIBITION OF 1851 
An Illustrated Talk at the Architectural Association 


HE Great Exhibition of 1851 was the 
subject of a talk, illustrated by Jan- 
tern slides, given at a meeting of the 
Architectural Association at 36, Bedford- 
square, London, on March 22. The 
speaker was Mr. C. H. Grpss-SMITH. 
Keeper of the Department of Museum 
Extension Services of the Victoria and 
Albert Museum. The chair was occu- 
pied by the President of the Association, 
Mr. Henry Braddock, A.R.I.B.A. 


Mr. Gibbs-Smith said his lecture was 
nothing technical : his intention was that 
when people heard the words “Great 
Exhibition ” they should be able to call 
to mind what the place looked like, and 
perhaps remember some of its history. 
Henry Cole was the prime mover in the 
Great Exhibition; he was the mouthpiece 
of Prince Albert. Cole, an extra- 
ordinarily busy and active little man, 
came back from Paris on June 29, 1849, 
having seen the exhibition there of that 
year. He went to Buckingham Palace and 
suggested to Prince Albert that an exhibi- 
tion already planned for 1851 should be 
a really large show, and international— 
at that time an international exhibition 
was an unheard of thing. 

Cole was a professional exhibition man, 
who had already had a remarkable career. 
He had built the Record Office, after 
starting life there as an assistant keeper, 
and had been responsible for the putting 


forth of the penny post. He had founded 
the Royal Society of Music. In 1851, as 
a member of the Royal Society of Arts, 
he had a good exhibition record behind 
him, for that society had a tradition of 
exhibitions dating from 1756. The 
French had taken up the idea and started 
quinquennial exhibitions in Paris, and 
Cole, going over there after the revolution 
of 1848, had come back and reported 
what he had learned to the Prince Con- 
sort. Prince Albert agreed with the idea 
of an international exhibition, and sug- 
— that the building should be in Hyde 
Park. 

Later in his lecture, Mr. Gibbs-Smith 
mentioned some ordinances which the 
Prince Consort made with regard to the 
exhibition, which were faithfully observed 
throughout. These were that there was 
to be no alcohol, no smoking, no dogs 
and no Sunday opening. 

The proposal for an international exhi- 
bition was coldly received by business 
men; until then every exhibition had been 
a national trade show. The com- 
missioners circularised Europe and 


America for designs for the building. 
These were received to the number of 245. 
The commissioners were disgusted with 
them all, but played a mean trick on the 
competitors: they appropriated what they 
thought the best ideas and produced a 
design of their own. But the last stage 
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was infinitely worse than the first. The 
design was a monstrosity. 

When it came out it produced 
an appalling outcry led by the 
prime lunatic of that time, Colonel 
Sibthorp — there was in those days 
a small but vociferous anti - Albert 
faction, and the gallant Colonel was its 
leader. He said this exhibition would be 
an absolute disgrace in Hyde Park: the 
value of neighbouring property would go 
down. Vagabonds would be brought to 
London and the police overwhelmed. The 
exhibition was the greatest trick, fraud 
and imposition ever palmed off upon the 
public. It would lead to an influx of 
papistical foreigners, who, in their turn 
would bring the bubonic plague. He led 
the charge by complaining that a few elm 
trees had been cut down without proper 
permission. The matter was serious 
enough to get into Parliament. 

It was this that brought Mr. Joseph 
Paxton—it was not till afterwards that 
he was knighted—into the story. Mr. 
Gibbs-Smith told how Paxton had been 
gardener’s boy and afterwards head 
gardener to the Duke of Devonshire, for 
whom he had designed a great greenhouse 
at Chatsworth. He was a most efficient 
administrator, and in 1850 was a director 
of a small railway company. While sit- 
ting at a disciplinary committee he 
sketched designs for a new building on 
his blotting pad. This original design 
still existed, and in it could be seen the 
germ of the idea. Mr. Gibbs-Smith 
showed it on the screen. 

Paxton contrived that his design should 
be included: with the tenders when they

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were put out for the exhibition building, 
and he published it in the “ Illustrated 
London News.” The public took the 
design to their heart: the idea of an 
enormous building entirely of glass and 
iron was a magnificent novelty. The anti- 
Albert faction made an uproar: the 
organs playing in such a building would 
bring it down, the guns firing salutes to 
the Queen would bring it down, the wind 
and hail would bring it down; but Paxton 
knew what he was doing with glass and 
iron. However, he gave way on the elm 
trees, and a transept roof was put in so 
that three of them were left—two large 
ones and one small one. The small one 
was afterwards cut down when people’s 
minds were otherwise engaged. 

The plans being accepted, the founda- 
tions were laid on August 1, 1850, and the 
first column erected in September. The 
site was on the south side of Hyde Park 
opposite the Knightsbridge barracks; it 
covered 20 acres, of which 19 were under 
glass. The building was 1,848 ft. long 
by 408 ft. wide. Panes of glass were used 
to the number of 293,000. The cost was 
£170,000 as near as made no’odds. Most 
of the building was finished by the end 
of December, and on February 12 the 
taking in of goods began. _ 

Among the many illustrations with 
which Mr. Gibbs-Smith entertained his 
audience, one showed a company of 
Royal Engineers marching back and forth 
over a section of the exhibition floor. 
[his was done to reassure the public as 
to the soundness of the building. 


The exhibition was due to open on 
May 1, but a few weeks before that date 
a man tried to assassinate Queen Victoria, 
and the commissioners decided not to 
have a State opening. This produced 
another outcry. The Times made a 
violent attack on the officialdom which 
feared that the Queen would not be safe 
among her own subjects; and a State 
opening was arranged for and carried 
through. 

A great number of slides showed the 
appearance of the building inside and 
out. They showed it so crowded with 
exhibits that there was hardly room for 
people to move along the space left for 
traffic. The eastern nave was given to 
foreign countries, the western to Britain 
and her colonies. The efficiency with 
which everything was organised was 
incredible. 

As to the exhibits, Mr. Gibbs-Smith 
said paintings were banned because only 
applied art was allowed; but applied art 
included sculpture, and all sorts of works 
of this kind littered the place. The 
statue of Richard Ceeur-de-lion, now out- 
side the Houses of Parliament, was one 
of those works: but it was kept outside 
the exhibition building on account of its 
size. Among many other exhibits which 
he illustrated was the photograph of an 
express engine, probably the earliest 
photograph ever taken of a locomotive: 
[his engine had subsequently drawn the 
Folkestone boat train for many years. 

Pugin, who died the following year, 
was allowed to erect a medizval court in 
complete contrast with the commercial 
buildings around it. It was thought to be 
over-laden with ornament and too Gothic. 

Among the foreigners the French had 
the biggest section: the Victorians loved 
this section because the textiles were so 
good. But it was acknowledged by every- 
one that Britain led the world for 
machinery. 

The building was opened on May 1, 
1851, and closed on October 11. During 
that period there were 6,039,000 visits 
paid to it, the highest number on any one 


day was 109,000, and on one occasion 
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DESIGN for the conversion of the Exhibition Building into a 
tower 1,000 ft. high. Here, surely, was the first design for 


the first skyscraper. 


The materials of the Exhibition Building 


were to be used and it was to form “ a repository of every branch 
of arts and manufactures of ourown kingdom.” Questions of wind 
pressure, and access to the top (“* by four carriages or ascending 
rooms’) were provided for. Mr. Burton, the architect, “ had 
passed over London with Mr. Green in the celebrated Nassau 
balloon and can speak feelingly of the wonderful appearance of 


the Great Metropolis . 


there were as many as 93,234 people pre- 
sent at the same time in the building. 
There were nearly 100,000 exhibits. The 
total cost of the exhibition was £335,000. 
From admission fees and other sources 
£522,000 was received, so there was a 
profit of £186,000. 

Mr. JOHN SUMMERSON, who moved that 
the thanks of the meeting be given to Mr. 
Gibbs-Smith, said it was wonderful that 
such a good exhibition could have been 
organised in so short a time. Of what 
was such a resounding success in 1851 
much had become extraordinarily funny 
in the course of 99 years. Would the 
same thing happen again with regard to 
the Festival of Britain? Year by year, 
as time went on, fewer and fewer 
remained of those who remembered the 
Crystal Palace. For many years it had 
been regarded as a white elephant when 
Mendelsohn discovered that it was a 
wonderful example of functional design. 
On the whole, he (Mr. Summerson) was 
inclined to agree with those who thought 
it ugly. Pugin said, “Go on with your 
greenhouses; I will get on with my 
cathedrals.” The only curve in the build- 
ing was in the barrel roof, suggested by 
Sir Charles Barry, the architect. All ihe 
rest was engineering. Of the £180,000 
profit, part had been applied to erecting

the Victoria and Albert Museum. 

Mr. PHiLip POWELL, seconding, said he 
thought the Crystal Palace one of the 
most splendid buildings we had had in 
our history. 

Some questions and answers followed. 
In reply to one as to the colour of the 
Crystal Palace, Mr. Gibbs-Smith said it 
was a sort of grey picked out in blue. 
Blue was the predominant colour. The 
overall effect was quite bright, and 
coloured flags around the top made it gay. 

In reply to a question as to when th- 
exhibition was taken down, Mr. Gibbs- 
Smith said the contract was to have it 
down by January, 1852, and this was 
carried out so far as he knew. 

Another question was as to when the 
towers that were a feature of the build- 
ing at Sydenham were erected? 

Mr. Gibbs-Smith said the Crystal 
Palace had gone to Sydenham in 1854 and 
had been opened by the Queen. The 
towers were water towers. The design of 
the building was greatly altered when 
it went to Sydenham. 

Mr. HuGH Casson said he had had a 
miserable evening, and he did not think 
any of his colleagues would be encouraged 
by this lecture. How was it possible to 
get up to the wonderful standard of efii- 
ciency displayed in 1851? 
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TENDENCIES IN POST-WAR HOUSING 
A Discussion Requested by Russian Architects 


JFEATURES of and factors affecting 

post-war housing in Britain were 
discussed at a meeting arranged by the 
Society for Cultural Relations between 


the British Commonwealth and _ the 
U.S.S.R., which took place at the Archi- 
tectural Association, London. on 
March 23. 


Mr. J. M. RicHaRDS, who presided, 
said that Russian architects had asked for 
an account of the main tendencies to be 
discerned in post-war English housing. 
The meeting should discuss the extent to 
which contemporary housing in_ this 
country was approved by the people it 
was intended for. Invitations had been 
sent to tenants’ organisations and build- 
ing workers inviting them to take part. 

Mr. ARTHUR LING said that they had 
heard of architectural criticism, but this 
rarely meant criticism by the people who 
were to live in the houses. Had the wide 
English audience had an opportunity to 
say anything about the houses they lived 
in? First of all, there was a housing 
shortage, so that applicants on the hous- 
ing list were glad to have some house or 
other, and if it was large enough and 
located in the right district its appearance 
did not matter much. Architects had to 
stoop under a ceiling price fixed at a time 
when building costs were 15 per cent. 
lower than at present, and this difficulty 
could only be met by reducing the quality 
of the architecture. The reduction might 
sometimes be in finishes only, although 
often it was in form. Thus, balcony 
access flats were provided because they 
were cheaper than staircase flats. 

One difficulty was that the architect 
rarely came into contact with the people 
who lived in the houses; the Housing 
Committee stood between, and the archi- 
tect had but little opportunity of finding 
out what the occupants of the houses 
thought about them. The Housing De- 
partment did not usually ask the tenants 
what kind of flat or house they would 
like. The committee, in effect, said to 
the architect: “In this particular housing 
scheme the tenants break the windows 
much too often, and we rely on you to 
design with small panes so that main- 
tenance costs may be reduced.” They 
might say: “The children destroy grass 
in verges and playgrounds, so we must 
have asphalt.” Or: “The place gets 
rough handling, so we must ask for dark 
paint, concrete surfaces, and other things 
that will stand up to hard use.” 


Tenants’ Associations. 

It was a good thing to form associa- 
tions of tenants, so that the occupants 
of the houses might have a sense of re- 
sponsibility which would lead them to 
look after windows, grass, etc. The wide 
English audience not having expressed 
itself, the present meeting would have to 
say that the views it expressed were those 
of architects. There had been many im- 
provements in housing as compared with 
pre-war work. We had seen the break- 
up of terraces into detached and semi- 
detached dwellings. The improvements 
had resulted from a serious study of past 
experience, developing conditions to meet 
requirements, not from startling new 
ideas. The idea that civic design must 
be limited to civic centres had gone; it 
was now recognised that the whole 
scheme should be designed. 

We had seen the end of speculative 
building. Although there was still a 
good deal of domestic building not car- 





ried out under architectural supervision, 
we had got away from strings of houses 
with no sense of design. There had been 
improvements in general plan. In the 
character of the housing there had been 
a reassessment of the traditional forms 
of architecture. The period before the 
last World War had been one of experi- 
ment during which a lot of rubbish was 
thrown away and an architecture was 
being developed which met modern re- 
quirements without abandoning all the 
experience of the past. As to tendencies 
now, there was first a traditional or 
pseudo-traditional tendency—traditional 
architecture could be either good or bad. 
There was also a functionalist tendency, 
a formalist tendency and a realist ten- 
dency. Prefabrication was not so much 
a tendency as a process which might be 
applied to other tendencies, and buildings 
often represented a mixture of several or 
all tendencies. 

Going into more detail, Mr. Ling said 
that traditional architecture at jts worst 
was nothing more than a sterile copy of 
past styles ignoring new techniques and 
materials. In this the formalist style was 
expressed, formalism being emphasis on 
form rather than on content. Thus bal- 
conies might be omitted from flats be- 
cause the architect wanted classic propor- 
tions between the base and the rest of 
the building. The valuable elements of 
traditional architecture were the use of 
past experience in the building, the re- 
spect paid to national and regional 
characteristics, and the use of local 
materials. The functional element was 
of value, because functionalism was a 
cleansing process and led to economy of 
construction; its fault was a tendency to 
ignore past experience and to introduce 
new forms for their own sake. In some 
cases functionalism led to a loss of archi- 
tecture and a reduction to utility building. 

In post-war building we had developed 
beyond the functional style. As to for- 
malism and realism, these were expres- 
sions in art of two opposite conceptions 
derived from distinct philosophic convic- 
tions. Realism conceived the real world 
as the starting point of art,’ while for- 
malism concentrated its attention on true 
form with little or no regard to content. 
In housing, formalism was not so evident 
as in other types of building, but it had 
its chance in blocks of flats. The realist 
tendency was the one which the Russian 
architects were endeavouring to develop. 
It started with the content of the build- 
ing and produced an architecture which 
was essentially human. It took advan- 
tage of old tradition and developed this 
in the light of new requirements. 

Prefabrication affected all the tenden- 
cies mentioned. We had had rather a 
sorry experience of it, failure being 
chiefly due to the fact that traditions were 
ignored. Traditional architecture and 
prefabrication were regarded as opposites, 
whereas the fact was that traditional 
architecture had been developed over a 
long period and was already to some 
extent prefabricated. If we had stan- 
dardised and prefabricated the elements 
of the: house instead of attempting to 
prefabricate the whole house, we should 
not now be thinking of a return to tradi- 
tionalism. The prefabricated houses had 
not been successful from the point of 
view of the tenants. They were not 
homelike. Why was _ prefabrication 
necessary? First, to reduce cost. Second, 
to produce houses more quickly; and, 
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third, in some cases, to overcome short- 
age of materials. People would not 
Object to prefabricated parts of houses. 


The Craftsman’s View. 

Mr. J. W. BARTLETT, organiser of the 
Amalgamated Union of Building Trade 
Workers, said that his members had an 
intense pride in their ability as crafts- 
men, but were finding that the tendency 
of modern design was to eliminate the 
craftsman’s skill. Craftsmanship for 
beauty’s sake was something on which 
craftsman and architect could get to- 
gether. The craftsmen were not taken 
into consultation on the work they had 
to do. On one side working drawings 
had been pinned up in the operatives’ 
mess room, and it was surprising how 
many consulted those drawings and took 
a real interest in the job. The opera- 
tives could materially reduce costs by the 
information and experience they could 
give to the architect. An example was 
the standardisation of building materials. 
Work was slowed down because the 
bricklayer had to work with bricks of 
various lengths and thicknesses. The 
type of mortar also affected production; 
it vexed the workman when he had to 
produce a good job out of shoddy 
materials. The architect should be pre- 
pared to learn from the operative, but if 
the architect came on to a job and a 
workman spoke to him, his attitude would 
probably be, “‘ Mind your own business.” 

Some of the things that went into the 
design of houses were unbelievable. In 
one case storage tanks were put into a 
gable roof that had two louvre air bricks 
for ventilation. | Water in those tanks 
was almost certain to freeze at the first 
touch of frost. In another case the 
stringers of a wooden staircase were kept 
two inches away from the wall, so that 
when it became necessary to paint it was 
very difficult to get the brush between the 
stringer and the wall. If operatives were 
encouraged to feel that their presence on 
the job mattered, they would make their 
contribution towards better design. 


Tenants’ Interest. 

Mr. KENT, an L.C.C. architect, said 
the experience of his Council was that 
shortly after the first few hundred houses 
on an estate were occupied the tenants 
formed an association and social life be- 
gan to hum. It was wrong to think that 
tenants were not interested in the design 
of their houses. They had strong views 
on the internal arrangements, and from 
time to time made reference to external 
appearance, criticising the rather bleak 
outside of some prefabricated types. On 
L.C.C. estates the housing managers got 
complaints. .In some cases the tenant 
wanted to change to another type of 
house within a week of moving in. It 
was the housing manager’s job to try to 
keep the tenants satisfied, but there was 
one type of house with the kitchen in 
front, and it was impossible to keep the 
tenants quiet in those houses. 

The experience of the L.C.C. in pre- 
fabricated houses was that nearly all the 
types produced after the war were tech- 
nically unsound, e.g., the fact that you 
could not put more than four in a group 
meant excessive expenditure on founda- 
tions. Manufacturers of prefabricated 
components aimed at producing a frame 
and skin and possibly a plumbing unit, 
but floors, roofs, staircases and every- 
thing else were made with traditional! 
materials. The unsatisfactory pari of 
traditional building was the complicated 
arrangement of staircases and so forth, 
but the problem was difficult to solve 
cheaply, and manufacturers had restricted 
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themselves to external skins. As to flats 
with balcony access, there were strong 
social reasons for this type being main- 
tained. With regard to consultation be- 
tween architect and operative, site meet- 
ings were held frequently on L.C.C. pro- 
jects. They should be taken seriously. 

Mr. BurRTON said prefabrication was 
mentioned in a way that isolated it un- 
necessarily. It was merely one aspect 
of development in the building industry. 
He added that mechanisation was a vital 
and inevitable part of the industry to-day 
and would continue to be. 

Another speaker said that on a recent 
visit to Plymouth he had seen beautiful 
sites covered with two-storey houses along 
concrete roads with no variety whatever. 
On asking the reason for this, he had 
deen told that the subsidy arrangements 
would not permit of anything else. The 
Ministries of Health and Works should 
make subsidy arrangements that would 
permit experiments in house design. The 
main character of layout and design was 
determined by the Government because 
it paid two-thirds of the cost of housing. 


Architects’ Attitude. 

MR. PETER SHEPHEARD said that cutting 
across all the eddies and circles of the 
modern movement were two kinds of 
attitude on the part of architects to their 
work. One of these was an attitude of 
humility. The architect was prepared to 
accept research into the way people lived, 
to accept the criticism of the operative, 
the tenant, the Housing Committee and 
everyone else in the pursuit of better 
housing. The opposite tendency was that 
of architects who were unable to give up 
their preconceived ideas about their 
buildings. In the matter of prefabrica- 
tion, failure was due to the fact that it 
got into the hands of people interested 
in selling particular types of houses. Re- 
search into prefabrication should be car- 
ried out by the Government, which was 
impartial. 

THE CHAIRMAN Said that they wanted the 
opinions of the people on whose behalf 
contemporary architecture was produced, 
but there were limitations. It was not so 
simple that you could go to the masses, 
ask what they wanted, and give it. Part 
of the architect’s job was to set a stan- 
dard, and show people what he could do 
if given a chance.

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COMMUNAL LAUNDRY FACILITIES 
Official Study of the Housewife’s Washing Problem 


AS part of a general study of the house- 

wife’s work in relation to the design 
and construction of dwellings and their 
equipment, the Ministry of Works has 
carried out an investigation into facili- 
ties existing in this country for washing 
clothes and household linen. Information 
was obtained in regard to “communal 
laundries,” i.e., public washhouses run by 
local authorities and laundry facilities 
provided for tenants in housing estates 
and tenement dwellings; and housewives 
were interviewed in their homes (and in 
communal laundries) to determine condi- 
tions governing domestic laundry work, 
its amount, and ihe extent to which out- 
side facilities were used. 

A Report* on the investigation, ad- 
dressed in particular to local authorities, 
social workers, architects, housing estate 
planners and managers. was published on 
March 28. 

In this investigation, assistance was 
given by the Ministry of Health, the 
Department of Health for Scotland, local 
authorities, housing directors and mana- 
gers, washhouse superintendents and staff, 
sanitary inspeciors, welfare workers and 
district nurses. The British Launderers’ 
Research Association was consulted. 

THe HousEHOLD WasH.—Although 
there has been a decided trend during the 
past 30 years for laundry work to go out 
of the home and be taken over by com- 
mercial laundries, most washing is still 
done by the housewife—usually for eco- 
nomic reasons. From a social survey of 
6,000 households (classified according to 
the basic weekly wage rate of the chief 
earner, viz., up to £3, rising to £4 to 
£5 10s. to £10, and over £10) it is esti- 
mated that 95 per cent. of all households 
wash women’s wear at home, 81 per cent. 
wash men’s wear, and 40 per cent. send 
sheets to a laundry. A relatively small 
proportion of housewives, estimated at 
2 per cent. (all from the lower income 
groups) make use of public washhouses. 

Conditions under which laundry work 
is done in the home are often unsatis- 
factory, especially in the 9,000,000 dwell- 
ings (approximately two-thirds of the 


houses in England and nearly three- 
quarters in Scotland) built before 1914. 
It is estimated that in nearly one-third of 
the dwellings in Great Britain water has 
still to be heated in kettles and pans.t 

COMMERCIAL _LAUNDRIES. — Labour 
shortages and high wages make it diffi- 
cult for the laundry trade to develop ser- 
vices at a price which housewives in the 
lower income groups can afford to pay. 
It is likely that as soon as efficient laun- 
dry services can be developed at a lower 
price, the number using them will increase. 
This is indicated by the popularity of 
special laundry services arranged for fac- 
tories employing a high proportion of 
female labour. 

MECHANICAL EQUIPMENT. Washing 
machines, hydro-extractors, etc., can cut 
down considerably the drudgery of wash- 
ing. But supplies of these labour-saving 
devices are restricted and the cost is be- 
yond the means of most housewives. Fur- 
thermore, to provide such facilities indi- 
vidually for each dwelling would be pro- 
hibitive in cost and materials. 

The capital cost of mechanical equip- 
ment of a communal! laundry fitted with 
washing machines (20 Ib. dry weight 
capacity) and ancillary equipment, is 
approximately £15 per dwelling served. 
To provide similar facilities, excluding 
washing machines and hydro-extractors in 
each individual dwelling would cost at 
least £40 per dwelling. Public wash- 
houses and other communal laundry faci- 
lities can thus be of value to the house- 
wife. 

PusLic WASHHOUSES. The _ Report 
traces the history and growth of public 
washhouses, gives details of charges. 
equipment (with photographs) and usage. 
It is noted that, in spite of certain dis- 
advantages and “prejudice on the part 
of slightly better-off housewives against 
using facilities generally associated with 
slums and poverty,” there is a trend to- 
wards increasing use. A steady increase 
in attendances was recorded during the 
war years in Glasgow and Manchester, 
despite the temporary decreases in popu- 
lation and the closing down (in Manches-

COMMUNAL LAUNDRIES ON HOUSING 
EsTaTEs. Some account is included of 
communal laundries erected during the 
inter-war period in connection with 
vdlocks of flats and estates for the lower 
income groups in London, Manchester, 
Liverpool and Leeds. Examples are 
given of the planning of post-war com- 
munal laundries, with detailed layouts, 
three of which are reproduced. 

Recommendations are made, for the 
use of housing estate authorities, on: 
dimensions, size and type of equipment, 
ventilation, supplies of steam and water, 
and accommodation for users having 
regard to the need for privacy and the 
requirements of housewives with young 
children and babies to look after. 


BOOK REVIEW 


St. GEORGE’s HALL, LrverPoot. Described 
by Gordon Hemm, A.R.I.B.A., with 
a foreword by Alderman A. Ernest 
Shennan, M.A., F.R.1.B.A., J.P. Liver- 
pool: The Northern Publishing Co., 
Ltd. Price 12s. 6d. 


This is a well-produced monograph on 
St. George’s Hall. It includes 7 50 
illustrations: a frontispiece, in colour, 
from a water-colour drawing by Mr. 
Hemm, reproductions of three other 
water-colours of his in monochrome, 
plans, some measured details in line and 
half-tone, and many photographic illus- 
trations of the building — exteriors, 
interiors and details—all beautifully 
printed on stout art paper. Mr. Hemm 
has made a close and appreciative study 
of St. George’s Hall, and he gives a 
great deal of useful and _ interesting 
information about it, though the quality 
of the writing is uneven. Books like this, 
however, depend for their appeal less on 
their text than their illustrations, and 
here these latter are excellent. Most of 
the photographs have been taken under 
good lighting conditions, natural or arti- 
ficial, and they bring out the full beauty 
of the building in mass and detail. What 
a magnificent building St. George’s Hall 
is, and how remarkable that it should 
have been designed by a young man, 
only just out of his *teens. One is left 
speculating on the further great works 
of architecture which might now be ours 
if Elmes had not died at the early age 
of thirty-three.

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HOUSES OF APPROVED 
STANDARD 


A Reply to Mr. Bevan 


ME. ROBERT O. LLOYD, O.B.E., 
F.I.0.B., President of the National 
Federation of Building Trades Employers, 
speaking at the annual meeting of the 
Nottingham Association of Building 
Trades Employers at Nottingham, on 
March 29, referred to the recent housing 
debate in the House of Commons and 
said that the Minister of Health, Mr. 
Aneurin Bevan, in his criticisms of the 
eb ae enterprise builder, either over- 
ooked or conveniently ignored that he had 
recognised, under an Act of Parliament, 
the National House-Builders’ Registration 
Council. “ This is a body set up by the 
building industry itself, and set up quite 
voluntarily, to ensure that houses built 
for owner-occupation should be of an 
approved standard,” said Mr. Lloyd, 
“Although building trades employers 
took the leading part in its formation, the 
Council is, in fact, an independent body 
which includes representatives of 
Royal Institute of British Architects, the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors, 
the associations of the various local 
authorities, the building operatives’ trade 
unions, the leading women’s organisa- 
tions and many other leading bodies. 
Indeed, officials from the Ministry of 
Works and from Mr. Bevan’s own Min- 
istry sit on the Council as observers.” 

The Registration Council, continued 
Mr. Lloyd, was therefore the real barrier 
against jerry-building—and it had the 
advantage of being a permanent one. 
One could certainly say, however, that 
Mr. Bevan had definitely been a barrier 
against the building of houses for owner- 
occupiers. 

““We in the building industry have a 
double responsibility in this matter of 
housing. We must first impress on the 
Minister of Health that his present hous- 
ing policy needs revision; and second, 
to see to it that we ourselves do all we 
can to put up houses for the people as 
quickly and at reduced costs. Within a 
short time now the Report of the Min- 
ister of Works’ Working Party into the 
organisation and efficiency of our indus- 
try will be published. We builders are 
awaiting this Report with great interest 
and I would like to assure everybody 
that the organised builders will study 
any recommendations on methods of 
improving the productive efficiency of 
the industry with care. We will also try 
to put such recommendations into opera- 
tion, wherever practicable. 

“We are convinced that our job this 
year and in the B oes ahead is to raise 
the levels of productivity in building but 
we do not want to be hamstrung by 2 
policy, laid down from Whitehall, which 
in the past has veered about like a ship 
in a storm. 

“ Above all,” concluded the President, 
“ our industry must work as a team. Each 
section—architects, surveyors, sub- 
contractors and operatives—dovetailing 
its work into that of the others precisely 
and speedily. That is why I am particu- 
larly disappointed that the building trades 
unions have chosen this time to begin 
publicising a scheme for the nationalisa- 
tion of the building industry. They 
might at least have waited for the — 
of the Working Party, on which their 
leaders sat and, in any case, at the 
General Election the majority of the 
people of this country declared them~- 
selves against any further nationalisation 
of British industry.” 
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HOUSING IN U.S.A. 
The Case for Private Enterprise 


BELIEF that private enterprise was a 
necessary factor in a healthy demo- 
cracy, and that the best way of clearing 
slums was by overbuilding was expressed 
by Mr. Robert Gerholz_ (President) and 
Mr. Herbert Nelson (Vice-President) of 
the National Association of Real Estate 
Boards of the United States at a dinner 
given in their honour on Monday night, 
at the Hungaria Restaurant, S.W., by the 
Building Industries Luncheon Club. Mrs. 
M. Pleydell-Bouverie was in the chair. 

In offering a welcome to the Club’s 
guests, MRS. PLEYDELL-BOUVERIE said 
that she counted herself among those who 
believed that the objects of peace would 
be more quickly achieved through inter- 
change of commercial and business inter- 
ests than by any political organisations. 

Mr. GERHOLZ said that it was a pleasure 
to meet people in Great Britain with their 
chins up who were determined to turn 
the tide. It seemed to him that Great 
Britain could get rid of most of its prob- 
lems by a return to a free economy, the 
sort of economy that, in the U.S.A., had 
given the most food for the longest period 
to the most people. . 

Mr. NELSON said that his organisation, 
with 1,100 branches, was fighting for the 
defence of private enterprise. It believed 
that the function of Government was to 
provide the framework within which 
people could own property. Mr. Gerholz 
and he had called on the U.S.S.R. lega- 
tion in London, and had been told that 
so strong was the desire in Soviet Russia 
to own property that it could not indefi- 
nitely be denied; only two months ago 
there had been a decree which permitted 
ownership, an interesting example of 
reversal of policy. 

“In the States,” said Mr. Nelson, “ the 
real estate professions do not stand above 
politics; we set out to influence them, and 
to sell-everyone on a positive plan for 
free enterprise and home ownership: 
56 per cent. of all our families are owners 
of their own homes and of that number 
57 per cent. own them free of mortgage. 
Of our farms, 70 per cent. are held mort- 
gage-free.. Our Association’s aim is to 
increase the number of home owners from 
the present figure of 56 per cent. to 75 
per cent. That, we believe, would be the 
greatest boon and security for our 
economy and our Government.” Mort- 
gage rates, he added, were 44 per cent. 

In the discussion which followed, Sir 
THOMAS BENNETT asked what was the size 
and standard of housing for the working- 
class population. He gave figures which 
showed that these in Great Britain were 
considerably in excess of those in the 
U.S.A., Switzerland and Sweden. In reply, 
Mr. NELSON said that, while in U.S.A. 
there was no Government restriction on 
size, it was aimed at giving 220 sq, ft. 
of floor area for every man, woman and 
child. 

Mr. GERHOLZ, speaking on densities, 
said that in cities of 100,000 or less they 
aimed at 12 families per acre; 15 in the 
cities of from 100,000-250,000; and 25 in 
cities over 250,000. In Manhattan and 
other dense areas it could go to 250 
families per acre, and even beyond. As 
for housing construction standards, he 
thought the post-war building techniques 
had improved and mortgages operated 
more in favour of the owner. They did 
not believe in too permanent construc- 
tion; if they were going to keep their 
economy and the construction industry 
going, they would have to think in terms 
of less than 200 or even 100 years. U.S.A. 
structures generally did not compare for 
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solidity with those in Great Britain, but 
they were, by being more up to date, more 
convenient and comfortable. 

The question of slum-clearance being 
raised, Mr. NELSON said that it seemed to 
him that local authorities were being 
pressed to rebuild slums in central areas, 
but instead of doing so they went out- 
side and built new estates, and so created 
problems. On his last visit he had seen 
derelict areas which were still derelict. 
In reply, Mr. H. SYMON said that where 
damaged buildings were capable of being 
easily rebuilt they got top priority. But 
at a time when the cost of a house was 
between £1,250 and £1,300, it was pro- 
hibitive to rebuild slum areas such as he 
had that day been looking at in Kensing- 
ton, where the cost of each unit was esti- 
mated at £2,000. When the balance was 
restored the Government would tackle the 
central ‘areas. SIR THOMAS BENNETT, 
taking up this last point, said that in the 
County of London the problem was just 
being shelved, due to two reasons, (1) 
it was superficially cheaper to build houses 
in outlying areas (though the slums were 
still there, and the longer they were left 
the more difficult and expensive their re- 
building), and (2) the sheer laziness of all 
the technical officers concerned, who 
would rather go, say, to Boreham Wood 
and negotiate the purchase of a lot in 
one ownership than undertake the much 
more complex work of acquiring a similar 
area in Bethnal Green, where the result 
for the effort was less. 

SiR WAVELL WAKEFIELD, M.P., made 
the point that we could not hope to clear 
the slums failing a much greater number 
of free houses being available; until that 
state came about there was no hope for 
the slum-dweller. 

In reply to Mr. ERNEST MARPLES, 
M.P.,. who asked whether and to what 
extent housing in the U.S.A. was a 
political issue, MR. GERHOLZ said that 
the Democrats were feverishly trying to 
establish a few houses in every small town 
in order to secure a footing. He under- 
stood that in Great Britain this issue was 
seen in the 1:9 ratio, which had a de- 
moralising effect, and made it very diffi- 
cult for democracy to manage. In the 
States private enterprise could build for 
30 per cent. less than a public authority. 
The cost of a small house in the States 
had increased by 100 per cent., in spite 
of a wages increase of 135 per cent., but 
without Federal taxes it would be only 
73 per cent. 

Mr. NELSON said that overbuilding 
was the best method of clearing slums. 
and that meant giving private enterprise 
every help and incentive. 

Mr. Darcy BRADDELL, speaking as an 
architect, asked what control they put on 
private enterprise in building houses, and 
what system they employed to prevent the 
individual from outraging the neighbour- 
hood. Whatever one might say about the 
Government, they had at least improved 
greatly the appearance and amenities of 
estates. Mr. D. C. MALLaM, taking the 
opposing view, said that there could be 
too much uniformity, and he for one 
agreed with the dictum that “a little bit 
of what yer fancies does yer good.” 
Answering these points, Mr. GERHOLZ 
said that there was an architectural con- 
trol of U.S. housing; it did not cost any 
more to design well, but one could not 
get one design running through 5,000 
units. Amplifying this point, Mr. NELSON 
referred to the form of control exercised 
by the Federal Housing Authority, which 
had established architectural guidance by 
requiring house plans submitted with 
mortgage applications to be approved by 
their architects. Other mortgagee bodies 
tended to follow suit. 
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TRADING WITH CANADA 
** Exchanges could be Improved” 
TTHE need and opportunities for the 


improvement of trade relations be- 
tween Canada and Britain were stressed 
by Mr. Byron I. JoHNSON, Premier of 
British Columbia, in a speech at the 
Timber Trade Federation dinner held at 
Grosvenor House, London, on March 22. 
Mr. Johnson said that ordinarily the 
British Isles constituted the most im- 
portant import market in the world of 
lumber, with an annual requirement of 
more than 2,000,000 standards of soft- 
woods and some 300,000 standards of 
hardwoods. In 1940 Canada’s record 
total of shipments to Britain was just over 
800,000 standards, of which about 500,000 
standards came from British Columbia. “ I 
think, therefore,” said Mr. Johnson, “I 
am safe in saying that, in spite of supplies 
from Canada, and a further filling of the 
gap with home-grown timber, there never 
was a time during the war years when your 
timber requirements were met, and hence 
there came into existence the practice of 
using other materials as timber substitutes. 
_ We all know the virtue of using the 
right material for the job, and we can all 
understand how, when the right material 
is not available, something else must be 
used. What is not understandable is that 
a practice introduced under the pressure of 
war should be continued in times of peace: 
not only when the right material is once 
more available in practically unlimited 
quantity, but when the use of it is actually 
dictated by the highest interests of the 
national economy. The United Kingdom 
has always tapped the markets of the 
world for timber. It has been the largest 
individual customer of the timber-produc- 
ing countries. Yet to-day, owing very 
largely to arbitrarily introduced Bnei 
this great country is importing half its 
pre-war figure; that is to say, half its 
actual requirements. 


Producer and Customer. 


“Do not misunderstand me: I am not 
putting forth a special plea for Canada. 
Canada does not expect, and would not 
be able, to supply the whole of the United 
Kingdom’s normal imports of softwoods. 
I am speaking of all the timber-producing 
countries for whom the continuance of 
normal relations with their best customer 
is vital to their well-being; and when we 
are told—as we are always being told— 
that the way to get back to normal is to 
embrace the greatest possible volume -of 
international multilateral trading in the 
shortest possible time, it seems obvious to 
me that the first way to do that is to get 
rid of artificial restrictions on the use of 
raw materials, get rid of using one material 
for another, and, in short, get back to 
plain horse sense.” 

A little less than 18 months ago he 
wrote an article in which he urged the use 
of timber wherever possible instead of 
steel. He sought to show that not only 
was it more economical from every point 
of view but also that at a moment when 
it was urgent for the United Kingdom to 
increase its exports to Canada—to Canada. 
from whence this country drew the bulk 
of its daily bread—steel was the one com- 
modity which was in readiest demand and 
offered the speediest return. However 
good his argument was 18 months ago, it 
was no less sound to-day, and he found it 
difficult to understand why Canada, with 
an annual importation of iron and steel 
to the value of $782,000,000, should 
obtain from this country a _ mere 
$51,000,000, less than 74 per cent. of the 
total. “* The market is there, the goodwill 
is there, and the steel is here. You want 
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our timber, we want your steel. What is 
it that keeps these things apart? ” 

Mr. Johnson said that in Canada they 
were doing all they could to assist British 
exporters. There were many hopeful 
auguries for the future, and with goodwill 
and earnest endeavours on both sides 
much would be accomplished. 

Referring to ‘the harm done to these 
joint endeavours by ill-informed criticism 
levelled from both sides of the Atlantic, 
he said that it had been freely stated in 
certain financial journals in Britain that 
the present arrangement between Britain 
and Canada was helping to save Canada’s 
exchange position and balance her own 
American dollar deficit. A great deal had 
also been said in Canada regarding the 
attitude of Britain in ruthlessly cutting 
down imports from the Dominion. He 
was not going to discuss those issues. 
They were wholly destructive and sub- 
versive. They did no good and could do 
an infinity of harm. The path before us 
was clear, and we must not allow ourselves 
to be side-tracked. 

Dollars to Spare? 

Replying to Mr. Johnson, Mr. H. R. 
WooDBURN BAMBERGER, deputy chairman 
of the Federation, said that the problem 
of how to increase our imports from 
British Columbia and Eastern Canada 
was not an easy one, and he felt that too 
often the problem had been dismissed with 
the simple assertion “we haven’t the 
dollars to spare.” There was an old say- 
ing: “ Where there’s a will there’s a way ”; 
the will existed on the part of the Cana- 
dians and on the part of the U.K. timber 
trade, but he was not at all satisfied that 
there was a sufficiency of will on the part 
of the Government. He continued: 

“In saying that, I do not suggest that 
the Government has any mysterious 
reason for not purchasing Canadian 
goods—I believe the fact to be that the 
matter is only now receiving the con- 
sideration it deserves. 

“ During the war it was, of course, im- 
possible to import the quantity of timber 
required; even if we could have procured 
the required quantities, adequate shipp ng 
space could not have been made available. 
We, as a country, were therefore forced 
to turn to ‘ersatz’ materials, and the use 
of such substitutes has continued in the 
post-war years in varying degrees. It 
cannot be too strongly emphasised that 
‘this is having a grave effect on the 
economy of the country. 

“ After ten years of sustained effort and 
after spending a considerable amount of 
national wealth in searching for economic 
substitutes for timber, it is admitted that 
substitutes are a failure, and that a short- 
age of timber means a shortage of houses. 
The amount of timber which would be 
required to put our housing programme 
on its feet is between 100,000—200,000 
standards extra per annum. If the build- 
ing trade is to adopt all the reeommenda- 
tions made to them by Government De- 
partments in respect of the use of con- 
crete, steel, aluminium, etc., in place of 
timber, it is estimated that the cost of each 
house will be increased by at least £50. 

“It is judged that the number of new 
houses required in th's country is of the 
order of 3-4 million during the coming 
decade. I leave it to you to assess what 
an increased cost of £50 per house means 
in relation to that figure. But, the effect 
of the use of substitutes for timber is 
even more serious than that. It is a fact 
that the consumption of steel, aluminium. 
cement, etc., in most cases results in lower 
exports of those materials. and it is on 
exports that this country must exist.” 

Mr. Bamberger said that he hoped soft- 
wood decontrol was not very far off.

Aid for Small Manufacturing Firms 
(THE production of building fitments 


is largely in the hands of numerous 
comparatively small concerns, many of 
whom make other products as well, and 
it is therefore difficult to render to this 
important industry the help and encour- 
agement it needs if it is to play its full 
part in the export drive. 

The Ministry of Works has therefore 
seconded Mr. C. Littlejohns, a Deputy 
Director of its Headquarters Production 
Directorate, to the task of making per- 
sonal contact with building fitment manu- 
facturers. Mr. Littlejohns operates in 
conjunction with the regional staffs of 
the Ministry of Works and co-operates 
with the Regional Exports Officers of 
He has just com- 
pleted his first tour and in four months 
has visited all regions in England and 
Wales. 

He pays particular attention to dollar 
markets and has been able to help many 
firms in making their initial contacts with 
Canada and U.S.A. The difficulty of 
breaking into these important markets 
for the first time is probably the prob- 
lem put most frequently to him. It often 
appears that some firms who have not 
yet tried would have a better chance than 
others who have already entered the 
dollar markets. 

Mr. Littlejohns has also been able to 
help exporters with information about 
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marketing methods, the facilities offered 
by the Exports Credits Guarantee Depart- 
ment, packaging and shipping problems, 
and customs tariffs. The achievement of 
acceptable designs is another important 
question, especially in U.S.A. and 
Canada, and he therefore carries with 
him a complete set of Sweets Architec- 
tural File—a publication of several 
volumes showing clearly the kind’ of 
fittings commonly used in North America 
—besides catalogues and similar publicity 
material. He can also advise exporters 
on the important problem of complying 
with foreign standard specifications. 

Although Mr. Littlejohns has called 
on over 150 firms already, there are many 
more actual and potential exporters on 
his visiting list. He admits that so far 
he has only touched the fringe of an 
enormous problem, but there is no doubt 
that his work has already been well 
worthwhile. Manufacturers everywhere 
have welcomed this personal approach. 
Further tours in England and Wales are 
therefore being planned and an officer 
from the Ministry’s Scottish headquarters 
at Edinburgh is to undertake similar 
visits north of the Border. 


Road-Building in British Columbia. 

The Government of British Columbia 
(states The Times) has decided to carry 
out a seven-year highway-building pro- 
gramme costing $92 million. In addition, 
the Federal Government is to contribute 
$20 million towards the cost of the British 
Columbian section of the projected Trans- 
Canada highway. 








EXPORT OF BUILDING 
MATERIALS 
M.O.W. Figures 


(THERE has been a spectacular expan- 

sion in Britain’s export of building 
materials. In the years immediately after 
the war, the world demand for all build- 
ing materials was heavy, and many of the 
pre-war suppliers were unable to export 
on a substantial scale. Last year, when 
world markets were again competitive, the 
12 largest exporting industries of building 
materials sold abroad over six times their 
figure for 1938, which was itself a good 


figure. The fact that these British indus- 
tries have been able to maintain, and im- 
prove upon, the position they have won, 
establishes them as major suppliers of 
world markets and important contribu- 
tors to the national export drive. — 

The total value of these exports in 1949 
was £28,879,473 as against £4,664,247 in 
1938 and £13,038,882 in 1946. In an- 
nouncing these figures, the Ministry of 
Works, the production authority, says that 
though they reflect to some extent the 
general increase in world prices, they 
represent a very large increase in the 
volume of business secured.

Town and Country Planning Act 


[N the House of Lords on March 22, the 

working of the Town and Country 
Planning Act was severely criticised. 
LorD LLEWELLIN, who opened the debate, 
said that a sort of robot had been estab- 
lished in the Central Land Board. It 
appeared that except for general 
directions on matters of principle, the 
Minister of Town and Country Plan- 
ning thought that he had no_ power, 
or he would not use any power he 
possessed, for the control of individual 
cases. The matter was affecting a lot of 
small but independent and worthy citizens. 
The price. of land for industrial under- 
takings had also been increased by the 
administration of the Act. They must 
bring the huge monopoly, even in indi- 
vidual instances, under direct ministerial 
control and so under Parliamentary con- 
trol. They must have less rigidity and 
more common sense in the administration 
of the Act, and there must be far less 
delay. It would never be satisfactory until 
they had an impartial tribunal to which 
a man could appeal if he felt thoroughly 
aggrieved. It would never work satisfac- 
torily until they dropped the development 
charge entirely on building and kept it 
only in the case of the development of 
undeveloped land. They would never get 
a free development so long as_ the 
Government insisted on taking the full 100 
per cent. of any development charge. 
There was no incentive for any landowner 
to sell land, and to get land recourse 
must be had to compulsory purchase in 
almost every case. 


LorD MacDonaLp, Paymaster-General, 
undertook that every effort would be 
made to speed up the local authority 
machinery and to ensure that appeals 
were dealt with more speedily. For 
obvious reasons they would not expect 
amending legislation in this session or 
perhaps this Parliament. The time avail- 
able was not likely to afford any oppor- 
tunity. But much could be done without 
amendment of the Act, and it was in- 
tended to examine the administration very 
carefully. The Minister of Town and 
Country Planning had made an arrange- 
ment with the chairman of the Central 
Land Board to go into the whole question. 
The terms of reference were fairly wide, 
and would enable the submission of such 
proposals as the Board considered practic- 
able for changes in administration calcu- 
lated to reduce criticism of the method of 
assessment of charges. 

In the debate which followed, Lorp 
CHORLEY said that a most serious criticism 
was that the Act was seriously holding 
up development altogether. 

THE LoRD CHANCELLOR emphasised that 
the Government were most anxious to try 
to improve the administration of the Act. 
The new Minister of Town and Country 
Planning, like the new broom, was 
anxious to sweep clean, and to simplify 
and shorten the length of time involved. 


Development Charges. 

On March 14, Mr. PETER ROBERTS 
asked the Minister of Town and Country 
Planning whether his regulations provided 
for houses built by local councils being 
subject to a development charge. 

Mr. DaALTon said they did, except 
where the land on which the houses were 
built was owned by the local authority on 
July 1, 1948. 


F.o.B. Building Progress. 

In the House of Commons on March 
23, Aik CoMMopDORE HarRVEY asked the 
Lord President of the Council if he would 
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make a statement regarding the progress 
of erecting the buildings for the Festival 
of Britain. 

Mr. Morrison said that since the be- 
ginning of the year constructiqn of the 
buildings on the South Bank site had 
been proceeding steadily, although it was 
still in its early stages. He was assured 
by the Festival of Britain Office that they 
confidently expected the Exhibition to be 
ready for opening at the beginning of 
May, 1951. 


Slum Clearance. 

On March 23, Mr. MOLSON asked the 
Minister of Health how many local autho- 
rities had begun slum-clearance schemes; 
how many houses would be demolished 
under these schemes; and how many new 
houses would be required to rehouse the 
evacuated population. 

Mr. BEvVAN said since 1945-46 authori- 
ties had had 101 Orders confirmed in 
connection with slum-clearance schemes, 
involving the demolition of 782 houses. 
On the basis of four persons per house 420 
new houses would be required to house 
the persons displaced. 


Rural Housing. 

Mr. BEvaN, replying to Mr. Baldwin, 
said that priority had some time been 
given to agricultural housing, and local 
authorities had already built large num- 
bers of houses for letting at rents which 
agricultural workers could afford. He 
could not therefore accept the implica- 
tions in his question that an increase in 
agricultural production was impossible 
unless licences were granted for the pri- 
vate building of farm workers’ houses to 
- - at rents they could afford. [March 


Local Authority Allocations. 

Miss Warp asked the Minister of 
Health which of the following authorities 
had had allocations of houses which they 
could not build: Birmingham, Bradford, 
Bristol, Cardiff, Coventry, Leeds, Liver- 
pool, Manchester, Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 
Nottingham, Plymouth, Sheffield, South- 
ampton, Wallsend-on-Tyne, Whitehaven, 
ci ataattaaee Tynemouth and Whitley 

ay. 

MR. BEVAN said it was not possible to 
obtain information in the form asked for 
in the question. Allocations were made 
to local authorities from time to time and 
were based upon an estimate of what each 
local authority was able to build within 
the resources available. The rate of actual 
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building progress which was made on 
houses allocated to an authority was one 
of the factors taken into account when 
the next allocation was made. [March 23.] 


Girdwood Committee. 

Mr. BEVAN, replying to Mr. D. Walker- 
Smith, said publication of the second re- 
port of the Girdwood Committee on 
housebuilding costs was anticipated 
within the next two months. [March 23.] 


New House of Commons. 

Mr. STOKES, replying to Mr. Hynd on 
March 20, said that the repairs to the roof 
and the erection of the new fléche on 
Westminster Hall would be completed 
and the scaffolding cleared away by the 
end of April. It was hoped that the new 
House of Commons Chamber would be 
ready for occupation in October. 

Mr. STOKES, in reply to Mr. Frank 
Longden, said his Ministry had not 
found any evidence of scamped or in- 
expert craftsmanship in the finished stone- 
work of the new House of Commons. 
Perhaps his hon. friend would visit the 
site with the architect (Sir Giles G. 
Scott) and show him the work which he 
considered to be defective. [March 20.} 


Housing in Scotland. 

On March 14, Mr. McGovern aske¢’ 
the Secretary of State for Scotland if he 
had any statement to make as to the 
policy he intended to pursue or plans 
already devised—to make a rapid speed- 
up in the housebuilding programme in 
Scotland, especially in the Glasgow area. 

Mr. H. McNEt said the rate at which 
houses could be built was determined by 
the resources of the building industry and 
with 29,000 houses in Scotland under con- 
struction and 8,000 more in approved 
contracts not yet begun, the industry, it 
would be seen, had already enough work 
in hand to keep it fully occupied at the 
present rate of construction throughout 
1950. To maintain continuity he was 
pressing local authorities to submit out- 
standing tenders and proposed shortly to 
intimate further allocations of houses to 
them. In making allocations to Glasgow 
Corporation he had taken account of the 
city’s special needs. 

On March 14, Mr. Bootsy asked the 
Secretary of State for Scotland whether, 
owing to the shortage of houses in country 
districts, he would introduce legislation 
to provide grants and loans for the recon- 
ditioning of existing rural cottages in 
Scotland. 

Mr. MCNEIL said that local authorities 
were given power by the Housing (Scot- 
land) Act, 1949, to make grants and loans 
for the improvement of housing accom- 
modation by private persons in town and 
country alike. 

On March 14, SiR THOMAS Moore 
asked the Secretary of State for Scotland 
whether he was aware of the widespread 
dissatisfaction with the Orlit prefabri- 
cated houses as built by the Scottish 
Special Housing Association; and what 
steps he proposed to take to ensure either 
that these houses were made wind- and 
rain-proof, or that they were pulled down 
and their occupants provided with suit- 
able alternative accommodation without 
delay. 

Mr. MCNEIL said that defects had been 
discovered in two of the Association's 
schemes arising from bad workmanship. 
The contractors who in these cases built 
the houses for the Association had 
admitted liability and were being held 
responsible for all losses incurred. Reme- 
dial measures were being taken and tem- 
porary accommodation would be found as 
necessary for the tenants while repairs 
were effected.

OWNERSHIP 


Women’s Deputation to Health 
Ministry 


BELIEVING that housing should be 
number one priority of all building 
work, the National Council of Women 
were received in deputation at the Minis- 
try of Health on March 24. They asked 
that the deputation might be received in 
support of the resolution passed at their 
annual conference, which urged that the 
quota of houses for home ownership 
should be increased to 50 per cent. The 
points which they presented in support of 
the resolution were :— 

(1) The dire necessity for houses and 
homes as a means of helping to solve 
the problems of broken marriages and 
child delinquency. 

(2) Home ownership encourages 
thrift as voluntary savings for invest- 
ment in capital goods are preferable to 
compulsory taxation, which increases 
cost of administration. 

(3) In application the subsidy does 
not at present function as it was origin- 
ally intended to do—to provide ade- 
quate accommodation for those who 
cannot afford an economic rent and to 
eliminate slum areas. ‘ 

(4) To put heart into the private 
building industry by permitting larger 
developments than are possible at 
present. 

(5) To keep trained teams of opera- 
tives working together for longer 
periods. 

(6) To let builders make use of dead 
ripe land already approved for small 
house development. ; 

(7) In order to expedite the building 
of houses and the issue of licences, and 
to reduce overhead cost in local autho- 
rity offices and in the industry, to make 
it possible to apply for all permits 
through one channel and at the same 
time. 

(8) To give encouragement to reduce 
costs by more freedom for initiative 
and ingenuity. 

(9) To encourage a_ steady pro- 
gramme of at least 240,000 houses a 
year in order to keep pace with deterio- 
rating houses and to allow a surplus of 
40,000—thus also permitting a regular 
flow of materials from the factories. 

(10) To encourage the diversion of 
money from consumable to capital 
goods. 

In presenting their memorandum the 
deputation stated that their Council be- 
lieved that in order to provide the greatest 
number of homes for the greatest num- 
ber of people all sources of supply should 
be used to the full, including not only 
local authorities, but also the private 
builders, housing societies and associa- 
tions and other voluntary organisations.

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INSURANCE FOR SUPERVISORY 
STAFFS 
Accident and Sickness Benefit 


ECENTLY the Eastern Federation of 
Building Trades Employers nego- 
tiated a special group accident and sick- 
ness insurance scheme with the Federated 
Employers Insurance Association, Ltd., 
for foremen and supervisory staff em- 
ployed by members of the Federation. 

This scheme is believed to be the first 
to be introduced by any Regional 
Federation of Building Trades Employers 
and the cover extends to sickness as well as 
accident. The benefits under the scheme, 
which comes into operation on April 1, 
1950, are as follows:— 

Accident: Death (£1,000); loss of sight 
or two limbs (£1,000); loss of one eye or 
one limb (£500); temporary disablement 
(up to 26 weeks in any one policy year) 
(£5 per week). 

Sickness: Temporary total disable- 
ment necessitating absence from work, 
12 weeks in any one policy year (£5 per 
week). These benefits are additional to 
and distinct from those under the National 
Insurance Scheme. 

The premium is £3 18s. per employee 
per annum. Over 300 employees have 
already been nominated by employers for 
participation in the scheme. 

There is a 24-hour day cover, no wait- 
ing period for benefit, and the minimum 
of exceptions in the policy. 








Health Congress, Eastbourne. 

_ The Royal Sanitary Institute has pub- 
lished the final programme for the Health 
Congress which is to take place at East- 
bourne from April 24 to 28 next. The 
attendance is expected to exceed 2,300, 
and will include representatives of over 
900 local authorities in the United King- 
dom, of 16 British Government depart- 
ments and of over 50 foreign and Com- 
monwealth governments, municipalities, 
etc. Forty-two addresses and papers will 
be read and discussed.

Mr. H. J. Falkus, last year’s chairman 
of the London Regional Joint Apprentice- 
ship Committee, is to distribute the 
B.A.T.C. prizes won by building trade 
apprentices during 1949 at a ceremony in 
the L.M.B.A. headquarters, Bedford- 
square, this afternoon (March 31). 


Builders’ Benevolent Dinner. 

Our report of the annual dinner of the 
Builders’ Benevolent Institution, given in 
our last issue, stated that the L.M.B.A. 
had bought a suitable house where old 
people of the industry could be looked 
after. It is, of course, the Builders’ 
Benevolent Institution which has pur- 
chased the house. 


High Court Injunction. 

In the High Court on March 17, before 
Mr. Justice Vaisey, an injunction was 
granted to restrain Messrs. F. and E. 
Eastman (England), Ltd., frem using the 
word “ Claygate,” “Claygate Type G.1,” 
or any other words that include the word 
“Claygate” in relation to fireplaces not 
manufactured by Messrs. Claygate Fire- 
places, Ltd., Claygate, Surrey. 

Sound Transmission in Buildings. 

In our report in last week’s issue on 
the paper “ Sound Transmission in Build- 
ings” given by Mr. P. H. Parkin at the 
R.I.B.A., the second column of the table 
of results given on page 396 should be 
headed “Construction” and the phrase 
“ Detached house with windows closed ” 
should havé appeared as the first result 
in the table, that is, opposite the insula- 
tion figure of 65 decibels. 


New Plymouth Chapter of the I.Q.S. 
The newly formed Plymouth Chapter 
of the Institute of Quantity Surveyors 
was inaugurated at a meeting held at the 
Duke of Cornwall Hotel, Plymouth, on 
March 8. The President of the Institute, 
Mr. John Gregg, F.I.Q.S., M.I.O.B., pre- 
sided at the opening, and there was a 
good attendance of members and visitors.

Village Against Terraced Houses. 

A request from Freeland, Oxon, that 
all further houses in the village should 
be of a semi-detached character, and that 
no more terrace types should be built, is 
to be sent to the Witney Rural District 
Council. This was unanimously decided 
at the annual parish meeting at which Mr. 
G. Merry, the Freeland and Hanborough 
representative on the R.D.C. Housing 
Committee, gave a detailed report on the 
housing position in Freeland. It was re- 
ported that the Cook’s Corner site was to 
be extended by the erection of another 
eight houses, and that a new site, called 
The Bretch, had been secured on which 
to build 12 houses. 
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GOVERNMENT BUILDING 
The Civil Estimates 


EHIND the somewhat solid front 
presented by “Civil Estimates for 
the year ending 31st March, 1951,” which 
costs the sum of 3s. at any of H.M. 
Stationery Offices, is what may literally 
be referred to as a wealth of information 
on how £73,609,455 is proposed to be 
spent on Common Services (Works, 
Stationery, etc.) in the year 1950-51. 
Most of the estimates relate to the 
Ministry of Works, and it is an encourag- 
ing sign to note that the figures show a 
met decrease for next year of about £44 
millions, of which nearly £1 million is 
accounted for by salaries. Liaison with 
the building and civil engineering indus- 
tries, building materials, licensing, pro- 
grammes and _sstatistics which cost 
£154,795 in 1949-50 will cost £99,820 in 
the coming year, and the staff will be 
reduced from 211 to 123. To this cost 
of staffing licensing and controls must, 
however, be added £300,000 for pay- 
ments to local authorities in respect of 
their expenses of licensing of building. 
This is £50,000 up on 1949-50. 


The Mobile Labour Force. 


It is not possible to find the estimated 
cost of maintaining the Mobile Labour 
Force, but certain facts and figures are 
made available in the estimates. The 
average numbers to be employed in the 
M.L.F. is 3,700. Eighteen camps are 
operated for the Force which, after allow- 
ing for income, are expected to show a 
deficit on working of £125,500. No 
doubt the general figures for cost of the 
Force are to be found within the esti- 
mates of £10,400,570 for new works, 
alterations, additions and purchases, and 
£10,000,000 for maintenance and repairs 
which are the major items of the 
£40,814,850 to be spent upon public 
buildings in Great Britain. The esti- 
mates do, however, disclose the cost of 
the Directorate of the Force as £224,800, 
accounted for by a staff of 402. (Com- 
parable figures for 1949-50 were £255,140 
and 461 personnel.) 

Of individual works for which the Min- 
istry of Works is responsible, greatest 
interest attaches to the Houses of Parlia- 
ment; £801,250 is estimated for next year, 
a decrease of £313,700 on the previous 
year. In this estimate are included 
£380,000 for rebuilding the Commons, 
£3,000 for the stained glass window which 
will constitute the Joint Parliamentary 
war memorial, and £50,000 for improve- 
ments to Parliament-square.

Giant Excavator. 

Messrs. John Blackwood Hodge and Co., 
Ltd., recently handed over a “ Marion ™ 
excavator, model 7400, to the United Steel 
Companies, Ltd., following its arrival 
from the U.S. It was one of the largest 
items of equipment ever to be shipped 
across the Atlantic. About 50 road 
vehicles were required to move the 
immense amount of materials to the iron 
ore strip mines at , Scunthorpe, Lincs., 
where the “ Marion” is to operate. The 
excavator employs a novel method of pro- 
pulsion. In brief, it is capable of actually 
“ walking ” from point to point on the 
site, instead of moving on tracks or 
crawlers, as in the case of most other 
excavators. This system enables it to 
operate on marshy or soft soil where nor- 
mal crawlers would be useless. The 
‘“* Marion ” will help to increase the output 
of ore at Scunthorpe. 

Skating Rinks. 

An old Press cuttings book recently 
unearthed by the Limmer and Trinidad 
Lake Asphalt Co., Ltd., revealed some 
interesting newspaper comments on skat- 
ing rinks which the company had laid. 
For example, the Sporting Gazette for 
July 3, 1875 stated: “On Wednesday 
another attraction was added to the club 
at Lillie Bridge—a skating rink of most 
admirable dimensions and marvellously 
well laid, was opened . . . there is an 
asphalt road laid down for the benefit 
of ladies, so that it is likely to prove one 
of the most attractive places of amuse- 
ment in London . 

The Harrogate Advestlons for July 24, 
1875, declared: “On Wednesday after- 
noon last the new and elegant skating 
rink in the Spa Gardens was formally 
opened . . . The surface of the rink is 
the finest in existence, and was pro- 
nounced by the American ladies present 
to be the best they had ever skated upon 
... The laying occupied three weeks, and 
was done in so thorough a manner that, 
though so lately completed, it is per- 
fectly hard and in good condition. The 
hot sun of Wednesday had not the 
slightest effect upon it. The surface is 
as smooth as marble, so that with very 
slight exertion the skater is enabled to 
gain a surprising impetus .

OR thousands of years in the long and tortuous 
history of man, his only shelter from the elements 
was some dark cave, cleft either by nature or his own 
crude efforts. The earliest developments which could, 
by any stretch of imagination, be described as 
“ building ’’ were simple huts of branches or other 
easily available timbers.

Lake Dwellinzs of the Neolithic Period : 


The piles which supported the huts were cut and 
fashioned by stone hatchets, or fire, and on this 
foundation the flimsy shelter was constructed. The 
floor platform would be fastened to the piles by wooden 
pins and lashings. The walls were of thin branches 
and wattle, made as weathertight as possible by 
coating with clay. A roof of straw, rushes or bark 
completed the structure. 


Such lake dwellings were common all over Europe 
from 10,000 B.C. down to 300 B.C. It was Man’s 
ever-growing ingenuity in building construction which 
slowly brought about the transition from these crude 
shelters to more durable and protective edifices.

HE robust piers and solid walls of the tower give an impression of strength and 
T permanence which the years have vindicated, for in this tower isa peal of four bells 
cast by John Danyell in 1460 and still in their original state. The early builders were 
very prodigal in their use of materials, partly because they were cheap, but more 
particularly, perhaps, because they were ignorant of teir strength, and played for safety. 
They would be astounded by the slimness of modern walls, and even more so by the 
fact that rain which drives through stone walls of two feet thickness, is kept out by a 


simple two-coat rendering of waterproofed cement mortar no more than 3 in. thick.

The adjourned twenty-first annual general meeting 
of the Hampton Timber Company, Ltd., was held on 
March 15 in London. 

Mr. C. J. F. SAvitt, J.P., M.Inst.B.E., the chairman 
and managing director, presided. 

The following is an extract from his circulated 
review :— 

It had been hoped that the loss of profits insurance 
claim referred to at the general meeting held on 
December 12, 1949, of which this meeting is an 
adjournment, would have been settled in time for the 
figures to be incorporated in the accounts now 
presented. The claim, which amounts to considerable 
proportions, has not been included in these accounts, 
and therefore the accounts are subject thereto. 

The losses disclosed are mainly attributable to a 
serious fire on the company’s property at Hampton, 
which completely disorganised our woodworking 
department and put out of action the manufacturing 
business of one of our subsidiary companies. 


HAMCO INDUSTRIES (PTY.), LTD. 

During the year under review, your company 
inaugurated a new wholly owned subsidiary com- 
pany, Hamco Industries (Py), Ltd., near Durban, 
in the Union of South Africa. A substantial acreage 
of land was purchased in a new industrial area ; a 
very modern factory was constructed thereon. From 
commencement of production in the new factory 
sales have exceeded the expectations of the directors. 
The ** Hamco”’ products are meeting with ready de- 
mand, and, the South African Government have 
extended encouraging assistance to the company in 
their effort. Ample materials are being made avail- 
able. The company aims for production of articles 
for both the native and the European population, and 
research has proved that there is a very large market 
for our goods in both these directions. 

Your other subsidiary company, the Durham 
Timber Company, Ltd., having overcome the 
transitional stages of its factory extension, is now in 
full production with a very substantial order book ; 
both export and home sales have increased, and 
““Duramco”’ flush doors are now as well known 
abroad as at home. 

Your East African branch reports good progress, 
and regular shipments of hardwoods are reaching 
this country to meet a steady demand. 

Addressing the meeting, the chairman, in the 
course of his remarks, said : Progress has been 
made on the loss of profits insurance claim, but this 
has not been finally settled yet. A payment of ten 
thousand pounds on account has been paid to the 
company, but I point out that this payment has not 
been included in the accounts before you. 

The effect of the fire upon this company and its 
subsidiary turned out to be much greater than the 
directors expected, and production was not fully 
attained until well towards the end of the year under 
review. Your directors have been professionally 
advised that the company’s insurance policies for loss 
of profits are one hundred per cent. cover. 


PROGRESS IN SOUTH AFRICA 

Your ney’ subsidiary company in South Africa was 
incorporated during the year under review, but it 
did not commence to trade until after March 31, 
1949. Actually, it commenced trading towards the 
end of 1949. The first accounts of this company, 
wholly owned by your company, will be taken to 
March 31, 1950. The result of your directors’ 
activities and foresight is that the factory is nearing 
full production and making very satisfactory progress. 

A well-known industrialist, reporting from the 
College of Commerce, South Africa, after recently 
visiting the factory said : “*‘ The Hamco factory in 
Pinetown is certainly one of the best that I have 
seen, not only in South Africa but at home, and those 
who designed the buildings have certainly looked 
well ahead. The company own substantial and 
valuable land adjoining the factory, which is ideal 
for extension.
